Peace ol mind 
In dianetics? 


Professor Frederick L. Schuman,* who has given the new, much- 


discussed pyschiatric “science” a trial in his own home town, here 


explores dianetics as it might apply to you 


L. such times as these, prescriptions for peace 
of mind, or peace of soul, or emotional matu- 
rity, or freedom from fear find a ready market. 
Some work. Some do not. No one really knows 
why—except that firm belief in any means of 
escape from worry seemingly helps to make it 
work, whether that escape be yogurt, canasta, 
or psychoanalysis. 

During the past year, a new approach to 
personal insecurity has aroused wide attention. 
The problems it poses, and the claims it makes, 
are at least not dull. Can you, through it, help a 
delinquent boy or a chronic drunkard? Can you 
safeguard unborn babies from emotional upsets 
in later life? Can you, without drugs, ease a 
pain, cure a headache, or remove an allergy? 
Can you, by re-experiencing your past and 
talking about it to a listening friend, free your- 
self from outbursts of temper, moods of de- 
pression, or weird illnesses with no known 
physical cause? The new prescription—called 
dianetics—says definitely: ‘“Yes, you can!” 

Hailed as a science by its friends and as a 
hoax by its foes, dianetics offers fresh answers 
to old questions. Everyone would like to know 
whether the answers are any good. Along with 
my family and a few neighbors in a small col- 
lege town nested in the purple hills of the Berk- 
shires, I have tried to find out. My answers are 
at any rate intriguing, because—true or false 
they raise more problems than they solve. But 
first, let me outline what the practice of dia- 
netics is and what those who practice it believe: 


The mind, say the disciples of dianetics, works 
on two levels. The Analytical Mind solves 
problems with the speed and accuracy of a 
business machine—or would if it were free to do 
so. It is often not free because of the Reactive 
Mind, where all pain, grief, and unconscious- 
ness are recorded while the Analytical Mind is 
temporarily shut down. Such recordings are 
called ‘‘engrams.”” They are not memories, for 
they are ordinarily not recalled to the Analyt- 
ical Mind. They are believed (by the dianeti-

cists) to be recordings in living body cells—not 
necessarily nerve cells. They begin not with 
birth, but with conception. 

Engrams, particularly those engrams re- 
corded before birth, are thought by the prac- 
titioners of dianetics to be the common cause of 
‘aberrations,’ meaning all failures of the Ana- 
lytical Mind to work at top efficiency, and all 
inner conflicts and anxieties which have no 
source in the real world or in physical illness. 
Aberrations range from mental ‘‘blocks,”’ emo- 
tional upsets, and psychosomatic diseases to 
crime, madness, or early death. All of which are 
said to be brought about by the restimulation 
or keying-in of early engrams by unhappy ex- 
periences of later life. 


I all this is true (and it may be), then dia- 
netics offers a way to do something about it. 
Engrams can be located, tracked down, re- 
duced, or erased. How? By having an “audi- 
tor,’ who asks questions, hears answers, and 
computes results, listen to you or me or anyone 
while we relax on a couch into a “‘dianetic rev- 
erie’ and try—by “returning on the time 
track’”’ to our earliest painful experiences—to 
tell the auditor (and ourselves) what our en- 
grams are, and when and why we got them. 

Any intelligent person can follow the rules 
and learn to be an auditor. The person on the 
couch can learn to relive his engrams, with all 
sounds, sights, and feelings, going back to the 
earliest prenatal experiences, called “‘basic- 
basic.” By telling about them repeatedly and 
transferring them to conscious memory, he re- 
moves their power to aberrate his Analytical 
Mind. He can thus become (it is claimed) a 
“release,” who is free from anxiety and filled 
with new zest for life—or, with many more ses- 
sions, a ‘“‘clear,”” who has no engrams and is 
capable of maximum accomplishment, hap- 
piness, and service to mankind. 

Who says these things and holds out such 
hopes? By now, many thousands of Americans. 
But first, a friendly, vigorous, red-haired mental 
explorer named Lafayette Ronald Hubbard, 
born in Nebraska 40 years ago. His career has 
included the jobs of engineering student, globe- 
trotter, fiction writer, radio writer, glider pi- 
lot, amateur psychologist, naval lieutenant 
(wounded in 1943); and now lecturer, teacher, 
research director, and executive. His book, a

I first read with skepticism and 
then reread with growing interest 
Dianetics, 1 Vodern Science of Men- 
tal Health, Hermitage House, New 
York. 


Let it be clearly understood that 


Hubbard's neat and exciting theory 
ved 


is not pre 1, in any genuinely sci- 
entific sense, by any documented 
evidence in the book or anywhere 
else to date. None of the 275 cases 
on which Hubbard based his work 
has been written up in scholarly 
form. No one has ever “seen” an 
engram or observed any proof that 
engrams exist other than their ap- 
parent effects. Is the idea, then, a 
fantasy? Not necessarily. No one has 
ever “seen” an inferiority complex, 
or a conditioned reflex, or an atom, 
or an electron. Such abstractions 
are tools to think with. They are 
“true” if action based on their as- 
sumed existence produces expected 
results, and “false” if no such re- 
sults follow. As for this test of dia- 
netics, more later. 

Mr. Hubbard and others who 
had a hand in the exploratory work 
preferred, for better or for worse, to 
present their “‘new science” in the 
guise of a popular handbook, de- 
signed to encourage large numbers 
of people to begin dianetic audit- 
ing, rather than to prove their case 
in advance through long and costly 
experimentation This decision, 
perhaps justified on the ground of 
making help immediately available 
to people who need it, has aroused 
suspicion and distrust among seri- 
ous scientists. Within another year, 
reports of cases and controlled ex- 
periments will be published in 
the Dianetic Auditor's Bulletin and by 
various indepe ndent physicians, 
psychoanalysts, and psychiatrists 
now employing dianetic techniques 
Yet even this may not end the 
great debate, which has really only 
just begun. 


i our town, almost a year ago, 
the debate began on Main Street 
and continued in living rooms, 
classrooms, and even churches. 
The genial proprietor of our Col- 
lege Bookstore was delighted at the 
mounting sales of the book. A 
teacher of mathematics and a local 
doctor both said, “Rubbish!” An- 
other physician expressed interest. 
A visiting psychiatrist was puz- 
zled. Our best-beloved philosopher 
wrote me a letter on “responsible 
statements.” The dispute then 
slowly faded out, except among a 
select few who decided there was 
only one possible way to check 
Hubbard’s claims. That way was 
to put them to a test in practice. 

By summer a physics professor, 
who was bored with his migraine 
and stomach ulcers, was auditing 
his wife at the same time she au- 
dited him. I was auditing my wife, 
who was soon auditing two towns- 
women. Others joined in the ad- 
venture. Cynics scoffed. But fools 
(and some professors) rush in where 
angels fear to tread. 


We were soon quite excited, as if 


we had come upon a revelation. 
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Not that we did very well, at first. 
Dianetics may, or may not, become 
ience. But auditing is an art 

We learned by trial and error. We 
npared notes. Iwas sufficiently 
pressed to visit the Hubbard 
inetic Research Foundation in 
New Jersey. A_ profes- 


litors’ course was under

flourishing. Publishing plans were 
being pushed. Eager and able 
young people, some of them with 
stars in their eves, were working 
enthusiastically at what they plain- 
ly regarded as a great mission. Mr. 
Hubbard was on the eve of depar- 
ture for California to direct and 
expand the work on the West 
Coast 


Back home, we argued, corre- 
sponded with critics and converts, 
and reread our books on psycho- 
analysis and psychiatry. The chair- 
man of our Psychology Department 
pointed. out some of Hubbard’s 
crude errors and suggested that 
dianetic reverie was probably a 
form of light hypnosis. A younger 
psychologist was interested in try- 
ing it, but could not bear the 
thought of returning to a thing he 
had struggled hard to forget: a 
bomber crash in England in 1943 
when, as the sole surviving flyer, 
he had screamed, “Let me out; 
let me out!” My wife’s query to 
him-—‘‘Have you ever experienced 
any feelings of claustrophobia?” 
brought the somewhat surprised 
reply that since the crash he had 
felt unhappy if he stayed very long 
in any one job. He left our town in 
se pt mber for a new teac hing post 
3y late autumn a smal] group of 
our local students, quite on their 
own initiative, were auditing one 
another. The Hubbard book was a 
national sensation. I had vainly 
tried to persuade various editors to 
permit me to review it. They pre- 
ferred to ignore it, and when they 
could no longer do so, to assign it 
to “authorities” who denounced it 
with varying degrees of ridicule, 
anxiety, or apoplexy. I lectured on 
dianetics in Boston’s Community 
Church, and met with what is 
usually called “‘a mixed reception.” 


Meanwhile, tens of thousands of 
Americans across the continent 
were taking up the “cause” or 
“cult” or “‘craze,”’ or whatever it 
is, in some disrespect of authority. 
So what, in the name of common 
sense, can people who are as yet 
unacquainted with dianetics be- 
lieve about it? Let’s look at the 
record. 

Aside from the treatment of 
psychotics under medical care, 
dianetics helps only those who 
help themselves. The search for 
engrams, whether helpful or not, is 
fascinating. All of us here, in our 
audited journeys into the past, 
have discovered a new dimension 
of memory. We have relived events 
of infancy of which we had no 
previous awareness. Most of us,

new grace and glamour to an old house

The home of Mr. and Mrs. Fran- 
cis Spence of Rockford, Illinois, is 
not an architectural gem, by 
today’s standards. The windows 
with their curved tops are a bit old- 
fashioned, the chimney isn’t high 
enough or big enough, and the 
front porch is a symbol of past 
years 

But in this same house, built 
some hundred years ago, you find 
other qualities that make it a good 
piece of architecture as a whole 
It has a magnificent setting, shel- 
tered by a cover of tall shade trees, 
and is natural in the farm land- 
scape of which it is a part. The 
house is bright with color—strong 
reds and reflective whites that 
catch your eye, even when you're 
looking the other way. And the 


lines are straight, quite simple, and 
pleasing. 

Much of the responsibility for 
the present looks of the house goes 
to the Spences.

Inside, the house is a combina- 
tion of rustic restfulness and the 
efficiency of the 1950’s.

But the pine takes little 
cleaning, and what little it needs 
it takes easily. There’s plenty of 
time after work is done to spend 
outdoors, and there’s plenty of 
shaded outdoors to enjoy.

i typical log cabin of the American

1, most new homes you see these days, large glass areas 
end up in the south wall.

Less fertilizer needed in leaf feeding 


Experiments with leaf feeding of plants seem to indi- 
cate that one ounce of phosphorus in a spray applied 
to leaves does the work of a pound applied to soil. 

As to speed with which plants can absorb fertilizers 
through their leaves, Dr. S. H. Wittwer of Michigan 
State College says that an hour after radioactive 
phosphorus is applied to foliage, it can be detected in 
all growing parts of the plant. Radioactive potash 
moves with equal speed 


New flower with a past 


The new annual for 1951, Angel’s Trumpet Ivory 
King, was found growing around an old temple site in 
the Andes mountains in South America. 

A clearing where a temple once stood usually can 
be spotted by the Angel’s Trumpet plants growing 
where medicine men performed the trepanning ope- 
ration so conspicuous on old Inca skulls. 

Instead of the single trumpet produced by the reg- 
ular species, Ivory King has triple trumpets, one inside 
the other. Botanically, it is Datura metel. 


Don't “bite” on flowering fakes 


If you are asked to buy the miraculous ‘‘ Moonbeam 
Lily” that grows under water—don’t. 

Petty fakers take thousands of dollars away from 
innocent flower lovers with this humbug. If sold at 
fairs or flower shows, the plant is said to flower in a 
week—just long enough for the seller to get out of 
town. If vended from door to door, flowers are prom- 
ised overnight. 

The miraculous plant is achieved by taking almost 
any flower, from roses to carnations, and attaching 
it to the root of 7rapa natans, a water weed. The fake is 
submerged in water and sold under any of a hundred 
intriguing names 

No flowering plants produce their blooms under 
water—there is no reason for a plant to do so. 


Science fights oak wilt disease 


Oak wilt can be prevented, not cured, according to 
University of Wisconsin scientists. 

By treating one tree in a forest with sodium arsenite, 
it was proved that it had underground contact with 
others growing around it. Five trees, all untouched by 
the original arsenite treatment, died near the tree to 
which this poison was applied. Control now consists in 
cutting the contact between neighboring trees with a

tractor-drawn knife, or by poisoning a ring of trees 
around infected specimens. 

In 1950, Ohio, Pennsylvania, Arkansas, and Ne- 
braska were added to the upper Mississippi Valley 
states where the dread oak disease exists. 


More flies wanted! 


The European corn borer, a pest that hits several 
home-garden plants in addition to sweet corn, and 
seriously damaged green peppers in Canada last year, 
may be controlled by parasitic flies and wasps. 

Tests atthe University of Missouri prove the existence 
of both flies and wasps that live entirely on the corn 
borer, and do not attack other plants and animals. 

Most effective is a fly called Lydella grisescens, which 
has two broods a year about the same time as corn- 
borer broods appear. Problem now is to get enough of 
the flies propagated and distributed to make effective 
control possible. 


Oaks as “Typhoid Marys” 


New threats to American street and forest trees have 
been reported. 

At a recent meeting of the American Horticultural 
Council at Michigan State College, studies were de- 
scribed showing that oaks harbor the organism which 
causes chestnut blight, although oaks themselves are 
not attacked openly by the disease. This means that 
although chestnuts are replanted, they soon become 
diseased from oaks and die out. 

Also mentioned was a new beech disease—a fungus 
that weakens the bark and lets insects and bacteria 
enter and kill the tree. 


Wide use of acid-soil plants through fungi 


The key to growing acid-soil plants like azaleas and 
rhododendrons in alkaline regions may lie in fungi, 
according to Dr. Wendell H. Camp, president of the 
American Horticultural Council and curator of ex- 
perimental botany at the Philadelphia Academy of 
Natural Sciences. 

In Sweden, Dr. E. Melin reported recently that 
certain fungi growing on the roots of pine trees en- 
abled the trees to take up phosphorus from the soil. 

Doctor Camp feels that if we could develop similar 
fungi that could live on acid-soil plants and convert 
their food into soluble form, they might be used to 
speed up plant growth in unfavorable environments. 

Destruction of fungi which live on roots of birches is 
a problem in areas where drouth or drainage reduces 
ground-water supplies. Without the fungi, trees can’t 
get enough food. As a result, many birches in New 
England last year were “stag-headed’’—the upper half 
dying out, the rest of the branches spread like antlers. 


Plant tumors in cancer research 


A new substance that slows plant growth—A- 
methopterin—has been discovered in the course of re- 
search work on plant tumors at the New York Bo- 
tanical Garden. 

Under a grant from the American Cancer Society, 
scientists are attempting to find chemicals which will 
slow down or stop the growth of tumors in plants. 
These may have value in checking the unrestrained 
growth of cancer cells.

1 the foundation of our 


new home 


Low-growing evergreens, such as Pfitzer junipers, are best for 
the foundation of the average home. (See “‘How to Plant 
Around Your House,” page 50, January, 1951, Better Homes 
& Gardens, for more information on foundation problems.) 

Minimum planting distance from foundation is 30 inches, 
with 48 inches or more between plants. If the planting area 
is sodded, cut sod into 12-inch strips and peel it off. Some 
of the sod, placed upside down in the planting hole, will 
help nourish the plants. 

Drive a stake where evergreen is to be planted, and dig 
your hole 12 inches wider in diameter and about the same 
depth as your ball of roots. Ease the plant into the hole 
gently. It’s not necessary to remove the burlap around the 
roots. Fill in around soil ball with soil; settle with water. 


We have no privacy at the back of our lot and plan a hedge to 
provide it for us. Can you give us some advice on starting an 
inexpensive hedge? F. F. R., Minnesota 


First locate the corner stakes on your lot. If the stakes are 
lost, it is safest to have the lot surveyed. Then stretch a cord 
along the lot line. Place a series of stakes 24 inches in from 
the lot line, as shown above, to indicate where plants go.

My enthusiasm wavered a bit when 
I tried lifting my first concrete block 


For a few panicky seconds, we 
were afraid we'd have to call out 
the fire department to rescue Dad 
when the block and tackle yanked 
him—instead of the beam—up in 
the air. 


Putting down the rough flooring 
wasn’t really hard work, but it was 
funny to see three grown men 
walking around on their knees for 
a week afterward. Incidentally, if 
you fall through to the basement 
as you come in our front door, 
blame me. J nailed those boards on. 

Before too long, it was down on 
the knees again, and the second 
floor was going together. By that 
time it was getting pretty breezy up 
there. It got a lot breezier, though, 
before ridgepole and rafters were 
in place. 

The sheathing was really tough. 
Because we were so darn fussy, 
every tongue and groove had to fit 
perfectly. Quite a bit of fancy 
language was used on some of those 
boards. (We think perhaps a few 
crooked trees did slip in.) 

The boss and I got quite involved 
in our discussion about the amount 
of roof overhang. He wanted lots of 
it, while I leaned toward small 
hangovers. We finally compro- 
mised—or so I thought until after 
the work was all done. Then I dis- 
covered that the way we com- 
promised on was the way he wanted 
it to be all the time! 

Our roof was put on one cold, 
rainy Sunday with the help of some 
extra slave laborers, several pots of 
hot coffee, and a freshly baked cake 
from the understanding wife of our 
neighbor. 


W e had an estimate from a con- 
tractor of $15,000 to build this 
house we built. That would have 
meant an $11,500 mortgage, using 
our original $3,500 in cash as a 
down payment. An $11,500 mort- 
gage, with standard interest, would 
have cost us about $15,500 over a 
period of 20 years. Total: $19,000. 
By building it ourselves, a six-room 
house complete with breezeway 
and garage cost us about $9,500, or 
a saving of $9,500. 

Every time we think back of the 
weeks and weeks of hard, slow work 
we put into our house, and wonder 
if it was worth it, we remember 
that $9,500. And $9,500 is a lot of 
money.

If your space is only 2 
i or 3 feet wide, don’t use shrubs which require 5 feet when full grown.

19-year-old driver, thrown clear of the wreckage, is still alive 
on the roadside. Two days later there’s a mass funeral in the 
high-school auditorium. 

That's the story. Here’s the “twist’’: 

Exactly 60 minutes before the crash—the hands of the 
dashboard clock were jammed at 10:01—the six teen-agers 
were in the same auditorium, three of them, including the 
driver, on the stage in gray cap and gown. It was graduation 
night. The biggest night in a teen-ager’s life, and the 
speaker, a college president, was spreading his blessing upon 
them 

“This,” he was saying, “is really the beginning of your 
lives. May you live them well and joyously—but not foo 
joyously. Don’t celebrate your graduation by getting out on 
the road and driving 85 miles an hour.” 

Che speedometer of the wrecked car was found the follow- 
ing day, jammed at 92 m.p.h. 

That’s the “twist.” 

Remonstrances, pleas, warnings, threats—nothing stops 
the killing. Speeches, pamphlets, posters—nothing stops the 
killing. Rapidly rising insurance rates—it now costs as much 
as 65-percent additional to insure a young driver—nothing 
stops the killing. 


killed, 300,000 injured. ‘*Teenicide’’ has become a national 
term, a national horror, and also, it would seem, a great 
national pastime. 


Nothing stops the killing. Fines don’t stop it. (The 19- 
year-old who sped his five companions to their death on 
graduation night had been fined for speeding when he was 
16.) Driver licensing doesn’t stop it. Cancellation of drivers’ 
licenses doesn’t stop it. Compulsory trips through the morgue 
don’t stop it. Above all, statistics—statistics showing that 
pleasure driving is a bigger killer than war—don’t stop it. 
Once every two minutes a young driver kills or maims some- 
body somewhere in America. 

Will anything stop it? Yes, there is something that will, 
and that, mothers and fathers, is the one short word, ‘*No.” 


Tnsurance companies do not expect to stop it by raising 
their rates for young drivers higher and higher. The Amer- 
ican Automobile Association, the National Safety Council, 
the motor-vehicle authorities of the various states do not ex- 
pect to stop it by their educational campaigns. They all 
point to the single source of ultimate responsibility: the 
parents—you. 

Will you stop the killing? Will you stop it in your own 
home—now, today, this evening? Will you send your boy or 
girl out tonight to kill and be killed in a car going 92 m.p.h.?

i‘ floor is one of the first areas in any room that you 
and your guests—notice. And because floor coverings are 
a long-term investment, you’ll want your choice to be the 
right one. 

You have a wide field from which to choose. For soft- 


ness underfoot, and to cut down noise, you may want a 


rug or carpet of wool, rayon, nylon, cotton, silk, fiber, 
or some combination. Under it, for longer wear, you'll 
use some type of rug padding. Or for practical dura- 
bility and easy maintenance, you can pick one of the 
hard-surface floorings: wood, linoleum, plastic sheeting, 
or asphalt, cork, plastic, or rubber tile. Many homes com- 
bine both. 

Your own family’s needs will play a big part in the 
type of floor covering you get. Before you go shopping, 
decide whether wear and care, or style and color come 
first. The pale, lush carpet that suits a family of two or 
three adults probably won’t stand the wear that young-

sters and pets would give it. So, size up your own family. 

Color will catch your eye first. And it will be the most 
important choice, because you'll be building color 
schemes around your floor covering for years. Today you 
can find most floor coverings in nearly every shade of the 
rainbow. So don’t feel bound to buy a safe, dull color. A 
fashion color can give your room style; and if the color is 
medium dark, footprints won’t show easily. 

Shall it be single-colored or many-colored? When you 
weigh plain floors against patterned, remember that 
many-colored rugs are slower to show soil and wear. And 
you can find patterns styled to suit any furniture period 
you like. But a patterned floor will limit you to plain or 
small-patterned fabrics and walls. The right floor cover- 
ing can do much for the over-all effect of a room. For 
example, you may want all Modern furniture, but can’t 
buy everything at once. Or you may have to buy simple 
and inexpensive furniture. An unusual and interesting

Quality is hard for the average shopper to judge. Buy 
your floor covering from a reputable store, and look for a 
brand name you recognize. What your rug or carpet is 
made of is more important than the technicalities of its 
weave. Your salesman will be able to answer technical 
questions about the rug weave or the wearing qualities of 
a hard-surface floorins

Maybe your kid isn’t as bad as the one-man 


gang above, but he probably does thoughtless damage 


at times. Here’s how you can teach him to respect 


property — yours and other people’s

l he manager of a neighborhood theater was 


jolted out of his usual office routine one Satur- 
day afternoon by an emergency call from the 
projection room. 

“Some kids are raising the dickens in the 
balcony washroom,” the operator warned 
him. 

Fifteen minutes later he was back in his 
office writing a report of the damage. Across 
the desk from him sat two bewildered broth- 
ers, 11-year-old Jimmy and 8-year-old Harry. 
When he had finished writing, he reached for 
the phone. 

“Well, boys,’ he asked, “what do you 
think your parents are going to say when they 
find out what you've just done?” 

The boys gulped. They weren’t sure what 
Mom and Dad would say. So they sat and 
worried. 

Like every parent, you want your young- 
Sters to treat other people’s things at least as 
well if they were their own. And you want to 
do what you can to spare them the embarrass- 
ment that came to little Jimmy and Harry 
just because they couldn't see the difference 
between use and abuse of a public lavatory. 


¢ get the difference across to your children, 
you have to teach them, even when they’re 
quite small, to take care of the possessions in 
your own home—your curtains, rugs, furni- 
ture, for example. Later, they must learn from 
you some right ideas about managing their 
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own things—their toys, clothing, pencils, and 
books. 

First of all, make up your mind that your 
Johnny and Mary are bound to be responsible 
for a certain amount of damage. It is the 
natural heritage of childhood. You find it in 
their love of punching bags, wrestling, and 
playing cowboys and Indians. 

The boys’ experience with the lavatory, for 
example, is no sign they are abnormally 
mean. It is more likely an indication of the 
adventurous spirit that all kids of their ages 
feel. They're born to be inquisitive about 
things that you and I take for granted. So, 
they want to tear them apart just to see how 
they work or to find out what’s inside. 


(Dac result of their frisky natures, of course, 
is that kids are usually more mature in body 
than in mind. As a result, you need to remem- 
ber that in many of their youthful contacts 
with the physical world, they will frequently 
show faulty judgment. So, you must channel 
their energies accordingly. 

Without guidance, they frequently manage 
to do the wrong thing. For example, the spirit 
with which your little Johnny approaches one 
of the household appliances will be one of in- 
nocence and confidence. But if he has an 
adult’s determination, keep in mind that he also 
has a child’s wisdom. So, he turns a screw here, 
pulls a lever there, and almost before you

Of course, part of a child’s diffi 
culty in keeping things in one piece 
may simply result from his having 
10 idea of their value when they are 
whole. For instance, when 10-year- 
old Billy, who likes to whittle, re- 
turned -a borrowed paring knife 
with a broken blade, he came up 
with ““Hey, you got another knife?” 
His question shows two things 
right off about his attitude toward 
property. First, he saw in the knife 
only a means of whittling. He at- 
tached no real worth to it, and so 
he didn’t feel that he had done any 
damage when he snapped it in 
two. Second, since he is a little 
vague on the value of his own fam- 
ily’s possessions, he is likely some- 
day to become deliberately care- 
less about other people’s property 
To help your children learn 
something about value, you need 
to let them know early in life that 
possession of anything is made pos- 
sible through what you, as parents, 
do for them. Explain that when 
they lose or destroy something, you 
must repeat the effort that made 
the article possible for them in th 
first place. You'll want to make 
clear to them the basic facts about 
family income and routine house- 
hold expenses. This will help them 
to see just where the comforts of a 
home with light, heat, water, 
chairs, and tables come from 
Then, later, they will understand 
and respect the effort that makes 
possible such public property as 
swimming pools, parks, schools, 
and playgrounds. 
Also, you can lessen the likeli- 
hood of damage to things around 





your home, if you will give your 
children a little training in how 
they work, what their uses are, and 
where they may be used. 

Let’s go back to Billy the whittler 
for a minute. In his case, an inex- 
pensive pocketknife (instead of a 
paring knife) and a patient ex- 
planation from you on its proper 
use will go a long way toward curb- 
ing destructive tendencies. An hon- 
est explanation to littl Billy of 
what's right and wrong about the 
way he handles a knife is of the ut- 
most importance. You just can’t 
take for granted that youngsters in- 
stinctively know not to carve their 
initials on school desks. Or that a 
baseball has no place in your living 
room. Or that a drum cannot be 
used as a stool to reach the sticks. 


\ ou need to consider a child’s age, 
sex, natural interests, and physical 
development when you give him 
things to manage as his own. Be 
sure that he is mentally and phys- 
ically ready to meet the responsi- 
bilities of owning such items as 
knives and baseballs. A few experi- 
ments will help you to determine 
your child’s readiness to adjust. 

When a child damages some- 
thing by breaking it or knocking 
it over, you need to take into con- 
sideration that he may not be in 
perfect health. The tendency to 
break things goes a litte deeper 
than mere ignorance of use or 
value

iF you should find that your child 
is handicapped in some way, be 
ready to give him lots of help and 
advice in such ordinary things as 
the way he handles his food and 
clothing. You should not expect a 
nervous boy or girl, or one who has 
poor vision or hearing deficiencies, 
for example, to keep things under 
prefect control. Also, keep in mind 
that children who mature rapidly 
are often somewhat awkward be- 
cause of their lack of muscular co- 
ordination. They often seem to be 
all hands and feet, and their fingers 
turn into thumbs. Keep them away 
from fragile bric-a-brac and things 
with sharp edges and complicated 
mechanisms. And be sure to check 
with your doctor to find out what's 
best for them in the matter of rest, 
diet, and exercise. 

Sometimes, the tendency to be 
destructive may come suddenly ina 
child’s life, even after he has appar- 
ently adjusted to all the twists and 
turns of the physical world. Emo- 
tional pressures can build up inside 
him that will make him discard, 
almost without warning, all the 
principles he has learned about the 
care of property. The Purbecks’ ex- 
with their 12-year-old 
Bobby is a good example.

Then, when 
you've put the pieces away, you'll 
be able to offer them some discreet 
advice about the right and wrong 
way to handle things. In that way 
you can be sure of helping them to 
develop a healthy regard for the 
public and private property they 
must use in life.

But what becomes of your child may rest largely in your 
hands.

You may start by meeting his counselor. The coun- 
selor will probably tell you to watch Johnny’s report 
cards to determine what studies he does best in. They 
may be tips to his future. Then, when it comes time for 
Johnny to choose advanced subjects, you can help with 
intelligent suggestions. 

Perhaps he has a talent for mechanical things and 
wants to become a turret-lathe operator? But you're de- 
termined that he shall follow your footsteps and study for 
a law degree. Rule No. 1: Do not push a youngster be- 
yond his limits. A push in the wrong direction may turn 
your child into an unhappy, frustrated, irritable indi- 
vidual capable of doing nothing well! 


You will find in your visit to the counselor that he works 
slowly and lets the child analyze himself. In the end, it is 
the child who chooses his own vocation. The counselor 
can only suggest, and your role is likewise limited to one 
of indirect help. 

How does it work? The counselor is not a magician.

It's fime for a chimney checkup 


If you spot those crumbling mortar joints and cracked 


caps in time, you can fix them yourself. And a chimney kept 


in good repair may never need rebuilding 


By E. Rh. Haan 


Inspection. This chimney seemed in good shape. 
But light probing revealed hazardous defects. 
Only hairline cracks were visible in cap, but it 
was cracked through. It had pulled loose from 
bricks. When cap was removed, loose bricks were 
found. Many other joints needed tuck pointing 


Cleaning joints. If joints need tuck pointing, 
scrape out loose mortar. Use old screwdriver. 
Take care not to damage sound mortar. Carefully 
check joints where roof flashing is inserted; that 
is where leaks might develop. After scraping, 
brush joints clean. Watch for any loose bricks 


,* chimney has enemies inside and out. 


It’s subjected to the forces of alternate heat- 
ing and cooling, the destructive gases of 
combustion, the ravages of weather. No 
wonder, then, that mortar joints crumble 
and bricks get loose. : 

Take time to inspect your chimney at 
close range. Water that gets into cracks and 
freezes is especially destructive. But with 
periodic inspection, chances are only some 
tuck pointing will be required—replacing 
loose mortar at joints. That is a job you can 
do yourself. It may postpone indefinitely a 
costly rebuilding project. 

Start checking at chimney cap. It may be 
cracked, or there may be an open joint be- 
tween crack and extending flue. Both let 
water into brickwork below. White efflores- 
cent stains on bricks below cap may indicate 
cap is not watertight. 

Should you find a loose brick, remove it 
carefully. Chip off the old mortar, and soak 
brick with water. Soak sides of cavity, too. 
Then use enough new mortar to ooze out 
when the brick is pressed back in place. 


Soaking. Never apply mortar to dry bricks; ab- 
sorption of water gives weak joint. Soak bricks 
well. Use ready-mixed mortar, or mix your own, 
1 part cement to 3 parts sand. Add just enough 
water so mix is quite stiff. Keep the batch small

Bie likelihood of a boy’s having 
é ent at the wheel is in- 
finitely greater than a girl’s. In one 
exhaustive study of teen-age drivers, 
conducted jointly by the Cleveland 
Board of Education, Police De- 
partment, and Automobile Club, 
with the assistance of the Ohio 
Motor Vehicle Department, it was 
found that 10.4 percent of the boys 
studied had accidents, only 1.4 per- 
cent of the girls. The girls, of 
course, had done less driving than 
the boys, but the common-sense 
fact remains that aggressiveness 
and dare-deviltry are character- 
istic traits of the male. If your 
youngster is a girl, she may be 
demure, complaisant, and admir- 
ing—and that’s bad medicine for 
the boy at the wheel. If your 
youngster’s a boy, he may be 
normally cocky—and cockiness is 
the surest road of all to the morgue. 
Whatever your decision—unless 
you have one of those rare young- 
sters so steady, so sportsmanlike, so 
attentive, and so thoroughly self-

Speed is the brightest word in 
the bright lexicon of youth, and the 
greatest highway killer is speed. 
Not alcohol, not mechanical de- 
fects, not physical handicaps, but 
speed. Forty-five percent of all 
automobile fatalities in 1949 were 
caused by speed. 

Speed, the darling of youth, is its 
killer. It takes less than 60 seconds 
to accelerate a modern car from 
0 to 75 miles an hour. On a dry 
pavement, it takes 40 feet to stop a 
car going 20 miles an hour; 128 
to stop at 40; 263 to stop at 60; and 
439 to stop at 80. At 80 m.p.h. the 
average driver’s “reaction dis- 
tance’’—the distance he travels be- 
fore he starts to apply the brakes 
is 88 feet. A toddler runs into the 
street—and your teen-ager kills 
him. 

Your boy or girl will accuse you, 
when you make your decision, of 
hard-heartedness, and then, when 
that accusation falls of its own 
weight, of “not understanding.” 
There is a simple truth in that. We, 
who were young, really cannot 
understand youth, now that we 
are “old.” Youth is wonderfully 
curious—“‘how fast will it go?”— 
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wonderfully cocksure. Youth 
thing.

Youth isn’t thinking of sav- 
ings or security. Why should it? 
When we elders, preoccupied with 
the fact that it can happen to us, 
remember that youth’s motto is, 
“It can’t happen to me,” we begin 
to understand. And, understand- 
ing, we have to be all the more 
severe, all the more “heartless,” 
in making the decision that means 
life or death for our children. 

Face the facts. 

Make the decision. 

Make it severely—err, if err you 
must, on the side of severity. 

And stick to it. 

Zhen you can proceed to do all 
the other things that intelligent 
parents can do to surround a young 
driver with safeguards. 

When your boy or girl does use 
the car—especially at night, when 
most accidents occur—see to it that 
he or she leaves with plenty of time 
to spare to reach the destination. 
One common cause of teen-age ac- 
cidents is being late, for a date, a 
show, or a game. See to it that you 
know who your youngster’s com- 
panions are and where they are go- 
ing. (If you don’t enjoy their confi- 
dence, don’t let them have the car, 
but don’t use the car as a bribe to 
win their confidence; you won’t 
win it that way.) If they go some- 
place other than the one they in- 
tended to, have them phone you to 
let you know. Above all, don’t put 
pressure on them to get home at a 
given minute, and even above that, 
don’t warn them that if they get in 
late, they will be punished or for-

bidden future use of the car. If you 
tell them to drive 30 miles an hour 
and get in at 11 o’clock, you may 
discover at a coroner’s inquest, that 
they drove closer to 90 in order to 
make the 11 o’clock curfew. Appeal 
to their sense of responsibility, if 
you can; persuade them to phone 
you if they are going to be late. If 
nothing avails, the time has come 
for that flat, “No.” 

One element of maturity is pride 
in safety rather than speed. Instill 
that pride—the pride of “growing 
up’—in your youngster. The en- 
gineer of the Super Chief is more 
proud of his safety record than his 
speed. The captain of the Queen 
Mary wouldn’t think of endanger- 
ing his ship to make a fast crossing 
An airline pilot thinks of nothing 
but safety. “Championship driving 
isn’t reckless driving,”’ says Wilbur 
Shaw, president of the Indianapolis 
Speedway. “Reckless drivers are 
ruled off the track and forbidden to 
compete. A racing driver who 
sacrifices safety to speed is a menace 
to the other drivers. They ostracize 
him.” 


Betore your youngster drives, he 
should know how to drive—not 
how to make an automobile “‘go 
A baby can make one “go,” and a 
fool can make one start and stop 
and many do. Learning how to 
drive means, primarily, learning 
the rules and good manners of 
driving, and only secondarily the 
mechanics. Between you and your 
youngster on the front seat, and on 
the dining-room table in the eve- 
ning, should be a driver’s manual 
You can get a variety of them from 
libraries, bookstores, automobile 
clubs, automobile manufacturers 
and dealers, state motor vehicle de- 
partments, local police depart- 
ments, or from casualty companies 
Not until your youngster has mas- 
tered the rules and manners of driv- 
ing should he or she have the car 
Driving an automobile requires, 
first and last, moral knowledge, the 
knowledge of the use of power. The 
common term for this kind of 
knowledge—which is in the heart 
as much as it is in the head—is 
“sense of responsibility.” Driving 











an automobile means the dread- 
ful responsibility of driving 60 
horses instantly responsive to the 
touch of a toe. It means the dread- 
ful responsibility for four other 
drivers—the one in front, the one 
behind, the one in the next lane, 
and the one approaching—all oi 
whom may be morally incapable of 
driving. And unless youngsters get a 
ity before they are old 

. they are not likely to ac- 

t behind the wheel. : 


W ho will decide that your Billy 
9 your Betty has acquired this 
ral knowledge? You, Father, and 
you, Mother, and only you. But 
how well do you drive? How respon- 
bly? Nothing teaches a sense of 
responsibility like example. Has 
your youngster seen you nick an- 
other car’s fender in parking? Has 
he seen you drive away without 
notifying the owner that you did 
it? Has he seen you weave through 
traffic or pass a car on a hill? Has 
he seen you exceed the speed limit 
or run through a red light because 
“there isn’t any traffic this time of 
night?” Has he seen you pull out of 
a skid——by good fortune—and 
pooh-pooh the danger you were in? 
Has he seen you “beat the gun” 
when you were late for work? 

He has? Then his driving educa- 
tion will be that much harder, and 
you will not be an effective teacher 
If you want to save your youngster’s 
life, you will have to do what it 
takes to save your own. Have you 
ever driven after drinking? Does 
your boy or girl know it—or suspect 
it? Don’t be surprised, then, when 
that “chip off the old block” be- 
haves like one. Nothing—nothing 
will save your children’s lives if you 
won't. The father and mother who 
permit their child to drive or ride 
in a “hot-rod”’ are killers—of other 
people’s children and their own. 

There are many good things 
which, as citizens, parents can 
campaign for—better law enforce- 
ment, modern traffic regulations, 
stiffer driver’s licensing and pen- 
alties, more grade separations. 
Best of all is a compulsory driving 
course, which should be given by

Don't sive your kids 


“It won’t hurt.” “We'll do it some other 
day.” “We'll be right back.” Has your 
youngster found out that your assurances 
usually mean just the opposite? If he 

can’t depend on you, he'll become afraid 


and distrustful of everyone 
By Elinor Verville, Ph.D. 


Ca. are born trusting. When something happens to 
destroy their trust, trouble appears. 

If you don’t take time or can’t summon the courage to be 
honest with your children, they may turn into anxious, ag- 
gressive youngsters who are themselves deceitful and unreal- 
istic in their attitudes. 

An 8-year-old boy at a child guidance center repeatedly 
left the room to peer into the waiting room where his mother 
was sitting. When the psychologist reminded him that his 
mother had promised she would wait, the child answered 
angrily, “She never keeps her promises to me!” 

Unusual? No; most parents deceive their children to some 
extent—most common is the careless statement by which the 
parent finds temporary relief from the child’s demands. 
Susan asks to go to the zoo, to play with Mary Jane, to invite 
Sammy for lunch. 

“No, not today,” her mother answers. ““Tomorrow you 
may.” For Susan, tomorrow never comes. 

Johnny invites his mother to play darts or catch or ring- 
toss with him. 

“I’m sorry,” she replies apologetically. “‘I’m just too busy 
right now.” Then the telephone rings, and Johnny’s mother 
spends 15 cheerful minutes chatting with her neighbor. 

Using false threats in an effort to change the child’s be- 
havior is another way in which you may deceive your young- 
ster. Although the bogey man is nearly extinct, you may still 
attribute to innocent bystanders all sorts of unpleasant feel- 
ings and actions toward children. 

When Freddie is frightened and holding back in the doc- 
tor’s office, his embarrassed mother warns, “‘Now sit right up 
there and behave, or the doctor will be very angry with you.” 


Soden, who often leaves home without permission, is told 
“If you run away, the policeman will find you and lock you 
up in jail.” 

Failing to tell a child about what is going to happen is a 
third way of misleading him. The Wilsons never told Jimmy 
when they went out at night and always left when they were 
sure he was asleep. One night he woke with a stomach-ache 
to find his parents had disappeared and he was alone with 
a stranger. 

The only preparation for the coming baby given a 3-year- 
old boy was described by his mother this way: “Oh, I tell 
him if he isn’t good, I'll go to the hospital and get a baby 
girl to take his place!”

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If you spare yourself by fibbing to your child about unpleasant things, 
he'll lose his trust in you and may become suspicious and aggressive 


Telling untruths in situations which might produce an 
outburst from your child is another kind of deception. Many 
a child has been led to the front door of a hospital for a ton- 
sillectomy believing that he was going to see his grand- 
parents or visit a toy store. 

“It won’t hurt,” is the habitual reassurance certain par- 
ents give before applying the iodine or setting out to have the 
dentist fill a tooth. 


Your child really believes that you know everything. He 
counts on you to guide him through the maze of experiences 
which must be his before he can gain adequate knowledge of 
his own. [f he discovers that you are untrustworthy, he'll 
feel abandoned and helpless. He'll have no accurate standard 
by which to judge what is so and what is not, no way to tell 
what is going to happen and when it will happen. 

A child who can’t get a truthful answer to his sincere 
questions will believe he can trust no one. Being hurt, he be- 
comes rebellious. Psychologists, investigating early memories 
of normal and delinquent girls, found that delinquents re- 
vealed much more awareness of being abused through paren- 
tal deception than did normal girls. 

Consistently deceiving a child may also produce a young- 
ster like Bobby, who imitates his parents. Bobby always 
blames other children for starting fights, always denies spill- 
ing the ink or tracking up the floor, and tells so often about 
how he kills lions and digs up chests of diamonds in the back 
yard that he is beginning to believe his own stories. 

Driving children to such desperation is not what you wish 
to do. You want your children to respect [Turn to next page

and trust you. Why is it, then, that 
so many “‘little white lies” are told? 

Perhaps you are fooling yourself 
into believing that you are protect- 
ing your child from fear or worry or 
envy when you cover up a little. Or 
you may feel strongly that there are 
certain things he must learn or do 
for his own safety and happiness, 
and that any means are justified to 
obtain those ends. 

Sut you’re wrong. Misleading 
your child never protects him; it 
You deceive 
child when you are embarrassed 
about telling the truth, when you 
fear you can’t handle the outburst 
which may follow, or when you 
don’t know how else to make him 
do as you Sav. 

Yet, parents who have trained 
themselves always to tell the truth 
find their children to be more self- 
controlled and less demanding than 
children who are “protected” by 
deception. 

The child who knows his parents 
are always honest with him is 
spared tension and uncertainty 
Usually he will summon all his re- 
sources to meet a new experience, 
because his parents have told him 
something of what he faces. He car- 
ries over the feeling of trust he has 
in his parents to other children and 
adults and meets them with little 
aggression and suspicion. He can 
give up present desires with some 
ease because he knows that if he 
cannot have something now, he 
will get it without fail at the time it 
has been promised. 

The child who has been told the 
truth learns self-control, independ- 
ence, and fairness in dealing with 
others. These are things you want 
for your children, and they can. be 
obtained if you learn to be honest 

You can do these three things 
to make honesty with your child 
easy and automatic: 


protects you your 


1. Make your explanation 
simple. Your child needs the 
truth, but rarely the whole truth 
Because you are an adult, you have 
accumulated hundreds of acts and 
feelings about many subjects. Your 
child does not want and cannot ab- 
sorb everything you know about a 
given topic. 

Take a minute to think over the 
exact question he has asked; then 
answer as briefly as you can that 
question and nothing else. When 
your girl notices in the bathroom 
that her daddy has an anatomical 
item which she does not possess, she 
asks, ‘‘What’s that?” She is not ask- 
ing lora complete reconstruction ol 
sexual differences, conception, and 
the birth of babies. She wants to 
know the name of something she 
sees. Tell her 

If you must describe a coming 
experience which may be upsetting 
to your child, your short, straight- 
forward explanation will reassure 
and prepare him. 

When you are going out, tell 
your child in as few words as pos- 
sible where you are going, what you 
will do, who will stay with him, and 
when you will be back. If he im- 
mediately looks crestfallen and

says, ‘‘I want to go too!""—you can 
help by saying you're sorry he 
can’t, and repeating when you 
will be back and who will stay with 
him. Even though he doesn’t like 
your going, he will soon learn that 
you always tell him before you 
leave and that it isn’t necessary to 
keep a watchful eye on you day and 
night to thwart your sneaking out 
When you always come back as 
you say you will, in time he won't 
need to stay awake waiting for you.

Jealousy of the new baby can be 
decreased if you remember that 
most children are led to think of the 
coming addition as a wonderful 
plaything which the parents are ar- 
ranging solely for their benefit. 
When the long-awaited present 
turns out to be a noisy little animal 
which mustn't be touched and 
which requires untold quantities of 
parents’ time and attention, chil- 
dren are rightfully resentful and 
hostile. Prepare your child for what 
home will be like with a baby in it. 

Tell him what a newborn baby 
looks like and why he must be car- 
ried wherever he goes. Tell him 
that the baby must be fed, dia- 
pered, and bathed every day, and 
that he can help you in this care if 
he likes. Remember to say that the 
baby sleeps most of the time, but 
that it is fun to watch and hold him 
when he is awake.

3. Keep your word. If you 
have turned down your child’s re- 
to invite a friend for lunch 
the promise that the friend 
may come tomorrow, follow 
through, even if your child ap- 
parently has forgotten all about it. 
Remind him that you promised so 
that he will remember that you did 
and can learn that you always will 
keep your promises 

You may be surprised and de- 
lighted to see your constantly beg- 
ging and clamoring child change 
into a youngster w ho accepts your 
decisions about his requests readily 
and peacefully. He can do this if he 
knows that when you have prom- 
ised to grant his request at a def- 
inite future time, you will do so. 

Keeping your word is important 
for promises which are pleasurable 
for the child, and just as important 
for those which are not. 

If you have warned your young- 
ster that he must come indoors if 
he plays in the street, see that he 
does so, no matter how loudly he 
declares that he won’t do it again. 
You needn’t keep him in long, but 
you must keep your promise to 
bring him in. It is unfair to subject 
him,to your vacillation, back-track- 
ing, and susceptibility to his pro- 
He has little alternative but 
to continue playing in the street if 
all he knows about your reaction is 
that you might make him come in, 
you might scold, you might spank, 
you might take away his dessert at 
lunch, or you might do nothing at 
all. To feel secure, he must be able 
to choose between a pleasurable 
act and its unpleasant consequen- 
ces. He can make this choice only if 
he knows with certainty that you 
will do as you say if he acts in ways 
which are forbidden. 

You can teach yourself to be 
honest with your youngster if you 
(1) make your explanation simple, 
(2) anticipate questions which con- 
fuse you, and (3) keep your word. 
Because you show him by your 
truthfulness that you respect his 
right to fair play, you give your 
child confidence in himself, in 
other people, and in the predict- 
ability of the working of his world.

WV. bought a two-bedroom bungalow a few years ago 
with the intention of building on a wing some day. As we 
made minor improvements during the first three years, we 
planned how we would use our new space.

Save your trees 


Why do elm trees often develop cracks where two limbs come 

0 together at a sharp angle, and what can be done to prevent it? 
One of my tree limbs has split—others might later.

Such cracks occur frequently on trees having V-shaped 
crotches. As the trees get older, more and more bark is 
formed in the crotch, instead of wood. Bark pushes limbs 
apart, and wood fibers don’t knit well. This makes a weak 
line; and ice, with heavy winds, causes limbs to split off. 


Proper bracing will keep V-shaped tree limbs from splitting. 
Bore a hole through each limb, insert a lag bolt to fit snugly, 
and tighten with a nut and washer. Stretch a chain or cable 
and turnbuckle between, and draw taut.You can use screw 
hooks if the bracing is for hardwood trees.

Who's going to get it 


Will your wife get your estate? The kids? 
Don’t bet on it if you die without a will, 
and a darn good one. Here are 12 reasons 
why you’d be smart to see your lawyer 


while you’re still alive

Wi: would happen to your family if you died tonight? 
Would all your assets be available to your wife and children? 
Or, for lack of a will, would your widow get, say, only one- 
third of your estate, while the remaining two-thirds were 
locked up for your youngsters until they become adults? 

Even if you Aave a will, is it up to date? Is it comprehensive 
enough to hold down estate taxes and death expenses, or 
would hundreds, perhaps thousands, of dollars be wasted 
because you haven’t taken advantage of new laws? Do you 
rely on co-ownership of your home and other property to 
take the place of a will? The fact is that co-ownership often 
actually increases taxes and death expense! 

Here’s an example of what can happen to bedevil and 
harrass a woman whose husband is always getting around to 
making a will but who dies without one. After your wife 
reads it, she may have something to tell you! 

Working overtime one night, a Midwest executive was 
surprised at the cultured woman who opened his office door 
at 9 o’clock to scrub the floor and dust the furniture. Curious, 
he chatted with her. It was another story of one of those men 
who put off making their wills until it’s too late. 

After tedious, confusing visits to Probate Court, this wid- 
ow had been appointed administratrix of the estate and 
guardian of her three children. Before it got around to doing 
this, the court appointed a temporary guardian whose serv- 
ices cost $400. Then came the delay of advertising for pos- 
sible unknown creditors and complying with other legal re- 
quirements before settlement of the estate was possible. Fi- 
nally, at long last, she received exactly one-third of the net 
estate for herself, the remaining two-thirds being tied up for 
the children until each one, at age 21, could collect his share. 


To protect the children against possible depredation by 
their own mother, she had to be bonded separately for each 
child for each year until he was 27, an annual waste of almost 
$300. Meanwhile, the children’s shares of the estate could 
not possibly be used to help the mother. Only small amounts, 
in case of direct need, could be secured for their own wel- 
fare. To get at their tied-up shares, their mother would have 
to secure special court permission. Every year she has to 
show the judge detailed records of income and expenditures 
to prove she’s behaving properly and complying with the 
exacting requirements of state law. 

Because he died without a will, her husband piled up 
nearly $2,000 of preventable expenses on a modest estate, in 
addition to crippling his family financially while the children

were growing up. To make ends meet, his widow had to 
work. 

Yet imagine! In addition to the half of all men who die 
without any will, thousands more leave defective wills which 
fail to carry out the plans they made for their families. Many 
buy will forms in stationery stores and then botch them up 
with misplaced signatures and illegal alterations. When 
they get through, their “wills” are fit only for the waste- 
basket. Amazing also is the horde of otherwise bright bus- 
inessmen who blithely dictate wills to their secretaries, have 
notaries witness their signatures (the notarial seal and signa- 
ture being utterly worthless for this purpose), and dream 
sweet dreams of family protection. 


Consider also once-good, attorney-made wills which are 
altered by laymen who don’t realize the devastating con- 
sequences. Maybe you read about W. A. Julian, late treas- 
urer of the United States, whose handsome signature for 15 
years decorated all our folding money. One day, will in 
hand, Julian inked out a name here, obliterated a few words 
there, painstakingly scratched his famous name beside each 
change, and felt perfectly comfortable about the whole bus- 
iness. But when he died, the alterations didn’t stand up in 
court because they weren’t legally made or witnessed. 
Once-good wills can curdle for other reasons. Maybe you 
made your will when you married. You left everything to 
your wife, but made no mention of possible offspring. Well! 
With Junior’s first whimper, he was legally entitled to two-

No article can tell you everything 
you ought to know about the mat- 
ter, because laws differ here and 
there. In so-called community- 
property states, a widow is entitled 
to half of the estate her husband 
creates from the date of their mar- 
riage. In most of our states a widow 
without children gets more than the 
one-third she gets when there are 
children. But what is said here ap- 
plies generally throughout the 
United States for a married couple 
with young children. 

What are the commonest rea- 
sons for making a will? 

Reason 1: To make your full 
estate available to your widow and 
small children during the year her 
hey need it most. 

Reason 2: To choose your own 
executor, instead of having the 
court appoint one who might not 
be satisfactory to your wife 

Should she have the job? Per- 
haps, especially if she has a good 
head for business and the estate is 
simple. But many women who read 
the 50-odd functions of an executor 
prefer a trusted relative, friend, or 
attorney. Or, if the estate is big 
enough, a trust company. Inci- 
dentally, it’s good to have your 
executor younger than you are, so 
he'll be likely to survive you by 
many years. If you want, your will 
can make your wife co-executor 
That way she can make her wishes 
felt 

Reason 3: To direct how much 
your executor shall pay to your 
widow pending settlement of the 
estate 

Reason 4: To name your executor 
without bond

Re ason D: To empower your ex- 
ecutor to use a specified amount of 
principal in any year in case of un- 
usual illness or other disaster. 

Only through a will can you 
anticipate difficulties and problems 
which may arise. 

Reason 6: To secure prompter 
and often more economical settle- 
ment of your estate. 

When you die without a will, 
the court has to appoint an ad- 
ministrator with added bonding 
expense, and possibly a long string 
of extra fees. I know of one $17,000 
estate that shrank to $11,000; a 
proper will would have saved 
thousands of dollars. 

Reason 7: To provide your execu- 
tor with certain discretionary pow- 
ers like deciding which assets to 
sell, and just when, and how to re- 
invest proceeds. (Without this he 
may have to sacrifice securities or 
real estate and can reinvest in a 
very limited list of low-yield bonds.) 

If you have a business of your 
wn Or an interest in one, his abil- 
ity to conduct deliberate, even 
lengthy negotiations in liquidating 
it is important in bringing about 
the best possible settlement. 

Reason 8: To assure repayment 
of any special debts such as money 
borrowed for education, home pay- 
ments, and so on, from parents or 
good friends. 

Reason 9: To say who shall have 
certain items. 

You can name and describe 
things specifically so that there can 
be no possibility of litigation. May- 
be you want son Bob to have the 
car, sister Mary that highboy, and 
daughter Linda to own all the 
books in your library.

Iowa State Bar Association warns, 
“A ‘joint-tenancy’ arrangement is 
not likely to save taxes and ex- 
pense. In some cases it actually in- 
creases them.” 

There are genuine disadvan- 
tages too. Suppose both husband 
and wife die, without wills, in the 
same auto crash. Their jointly 
owned property is disposed of just 
like that of an individual who quits 
life without a will, and with all the 
accompanying disadvantages. And 
today’s energetic tax gatherers are 
growingly suspicious of attempts 
to evade inheritance, gift, and in- 
come taxes by co-owners W ho, un- 
wittingly, may play right into their 
hands. 


A New York woman paid 
$30,000 for some common stocks 
by checks drawn on a bank account 
owned jointly with her husband 
By the time her husband died, the 
value of these securities had risen 
to $48,000. The widow was unable 
to prove that the money which 
paid for them had been earned, in- 
herited, or acquired by her from 
some source other than her hus- 
band. So the tax authorities de- 
cided it was really her husband’s 
money which paid for the stocks 
and imposed an inheritance tax on 
half of the whole amount of $48,000. 
Then they decided that the other 
half had really been a gift by the 
husband to the wife, so they slapped 
a substantial gift tax on it. 

This experience reminds wor- 
shippers of co-ownership that in- 
heritance tax laws presume that a 
dead co-owner of real estate, stocks, 
bonds, bank accounts, and other 
property owned not just half, but 
the entire property. This can raise 
stiff problems for co-owners. To 
escape taxation in full, they must 
dig up old bankbooks, unearth 
ancient canceled checks and yel- 
lowed sales slips, and present other 
documentary proof to substantiate 
their claim for tax exemption. 

For this reason, in making your 
will, it’s wise to go over all your 
co-ownership property with your 
attorney. He may show you how to 
improve your position and lessen 
death taxes

Was your present will made 
prior to April, 1948? If so, drawing 
a new will to take full advantage of 
the Federal Marital Deductions 
Amendment of that date may save 
your estate hundreds, perhaps 
thousands, of dollars. For this is 
the greatest change in laws govern- 
ing estate planning that has come 
along in many years. In essence, it 
means that if you leave half of your 
estate to your wife, you may reduce 
estate taxes amazingly. 

It’s complicated to explain, but a 
rough example will show you how 
this amendment favors widows. 
Suppose two men die leaving estates 
of $120,000. At present the first

mainder of $60,000 constitutes his 
net estate and is entirely exempt 
from federal estate taxes. 


W. saw how a will made when 
you are first married can ham- 
string your widow if it doesn’t men- 
tion children born later. At the 
other end of life, you may want to 
make a new will which gives more 
to vour aging widow, now that your 
sons and daughters are grown and 
prospe rous. 

As your children grow older, 
their differences may suggest that 
it’s safe to give son Tom $5,000 
outright, but that easy-spending 


Jerry had better get his $5,000 in 


installments over five years. A new 
will can do exactly that, or give 
outright bequests in unequal 
amounts to different children. Con- 
trary to common belief, you can 
cut out a child entirely, not even 
the old dollar legacy being neces- 
Sary 

To be litigation-proof, a_ will 
must comply exactly with the laws 
of the state in which it’s probated. 
So when you move to a different 
state, better let a local attorney 
review your will so you'll be safe. 
Even if you own a summer shack 
in another state, it’s smart to make 
sure that the way you dispose of it 
conforms with the laws of the state 
in which it stands. 


L you live a long time, the exec- 
utor named in your will may die, 
move away, or tell you that now 
he’d rather be excused. You make 
a new will naming a new executor. 
And if all the witnesses to your will 
should die, it may be cheaper to 
have a fresh will drawn, even if it’s 
exactly like your old one, with 
living witnesses, rather than force 
your executor to hunt up people 
who can vouch for the genuineness 
of signatures of witnesses who have 
passed on.

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Muscle tone-up for new mothers 


—and equally good as exercises for anyone 


By Ann Usher 


H... are exercises that are specially 


recommended if you've just had a baby. 
But they aren’t intended for new mothers 
only. Anyone can do them. They'll help to 
strengthen your abdomin«! wall and your 
back and chest muscles. |n addition, they 
relieve tension and fatiguc, stimulate 
blood circulation, and aid in developing 
good posture. They're helpful, too, in re- 
lieving constipation, abdominal congestion, 
and menstrual discomfort 

If you have any physical condition which 
might make it unwise to take these ex- 
ercises, check with your doctor before 
starting them. 

In an after-childbirth program, you can 
start even the first day or so—flat on your 
back in bed—with a few motions which do 
not require much exertion, such as: Cross 
ankles, tighten hip muscles, and _ press 


Lie on back, knees bent. (a) Inhale slowly, expanding 
chest and abdomen. (b) Pull abdomen in, spreading 
ribs apart. Exhale. (c) Pull abdomen in, press lower 
back to bed. Hold: relax. Do each movement 10 times 


On hands and knees, pull abdomen up toward spine, 
tightening hip muscles. Tuck head in to look at your 
knees. Your back should be completely rounded. Follow 
immediately with the exercise shown at right. Alternate 


muscles on inside of thighs together. Relax. 
Then tighten rectal muscles. Relax and 
repeat. 

Also, raise and lower head, touching 
chin to chest. Repeat. Still on back, flex 
feet up, down, and sideways, and wiggle 
your toes 


Then, if your doctor approves, the first 
four exercises pictured may be started just 
a few days after the baby is born—even if 
you're still in bed. Continue these exercises 
(in bed or on the floor) for the first six 
weeks. 

After six weeks, you can do all of the 
exercises shown on this and the following 
pages. They will help you regain muscle 
firmness and vigorous well-being, and will 
aid your pelvic and abdominal organs in 
their return to normal position and size.

Authorities who object to any 
unusual approach, or who have 
preconceived ideas may fairly be 
dismissed. But many of these criti- 
cisms deserve sober consideration. 
Experimental proof of the truth of 
dianetics may be as difficult to pre- 
pare and present as proof of the 
truth of psychoanalysis or of many 
propositions and principles of con- 
ventional psychology and _psychi- 
atry. Meanwhile, many laymen 
and a few medical specialists are 
continuing to experiment with dia- 
netic auditing. 

The glorious vision of the com- 
plete dianetic “clear’’ may turn out 
to be a kind of “far-off, divine 
event,” always to be approached, 
but never fully attained. A few of 
Hubbard’s co-workers, and some

What 
may reasonably be anticipated, I 
believe, is an eventual reconcilia- 
tion between dianetics and the 
best of older methods of dealing 
with problems of personality, com- 
bining them in new ways capable 
of contributing richly to human 
self-fulfillment.

W. may yet have an opportunity 
to learn far more about ourselves, 
and our parents and our children, 
than we have hitherto believed pos- 
sible. In the learning, we may find 
the road to sanity for One World as 
well as for ourselves. Whatever its 
errors and follies, dianetics carries 
a message of hope and an invita- 
tion to survival. Those who prefer 
life to death are therefore privi- 
leged still, I trust, to wish it well and 
to make of it what they will in 
coping with personal frustrations 
and community problems.

Are stains disfiguring 


By John Stanley 


A.. you as careful about removing stains that appear 
on walls and floors and built-in fixtures of your house as 
you are, about keeping your clothes spotless? 

Chances are, you try to be. But there are some struc- 
tural stains that defy ordinary cleaning methods. 

Don’t let this discourage you. There is a way of getting 
rid of—or at least toning down—almost every unsightly 
blemish that is likely to afflict your house. 

Here, at a time when you are likely to be inspecting 
your house for winter damage, is a cleaning chart that 
will help you solve your most common cleanup problems. 


Tron stains on concrete 


If stain is light and covers considerable area, mop con- 
crete with solution made of 1 pound oxalic acid crystals 
to 1 gallon water. Allow to stand 2 to 3 hours, then scrub 
with stiff brush dipped in clear water, and rinse. Repeat 
process if stain doesn’t disappear. 

For deep stains, dissolve 1 part sodium citrate crystals 
in 6 parts water. Dip white cloth in solution and paste 
over stains for 10 to 15 minutes. Then, on horizontal 
surface, sprinkle on a thin layer of sodium hydrosulfite 
crystals, moisten with water, and cover with a stiff paste 
made of whiting and water. On vertical surface, scoop 
whiting paste onto trowel, sprinkle with hydrosulfite, 
moisten slightly, and apply to stain. Remove after 1 hour 
(do not leave longer). Repeat with fresh materials if 
stain remains. When surface is clean, rinse thoroughly 
with water. 


Oil stains on concrete 


If you mop off oil immediately, then cover area with 
fuller’s earth, hydrated lime, whiting, or dry Portland 
cement, there should be no stain. If light stain remains, 
scrub with gasoline or benzine. Be careful of fire. 

If stain has soaked deep into concrete, saturate white 
flannel in mixture of equal parts acetone and amyl ace- 
tate. Place over stain, and cover with piece of glass or con- 
crete. Resaturate cloth until stain is gone. If solvent makes 
stain spread, use larger cloth. 


Paint stains on brick and concrete 


Loosen with commercial paint remover. Scrape off 
softened paint with putty knife or steel wool. Scrub clean 
with turpentine and steel wool. 


Smoke stains on concrete 


Scour with powdered pumice or gritty scrubbing pow- 
der. Then dissolve 2 pounds trisodium phosphate in 1 
gallon hot water. In separate enamel vessel, make a stiff 
paste of 12 ounces of chlorinated lime in water. Pour two 
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your house? 


Here are tricks you need to know 
to keep your place looking sharp 


with the least expense and work 


mixtures in a 2-gallon stoneware jar and add water to 
fill. Stir well, cover, allow to settle. Saturate 3- or 4-layer 
pad of white flannel with liquid, paste over stain, cover 
with piece of glass or concrete. Make sure cloth is 
pressed against stain. Resaturate cloth as often as nec- 


essary until stain disappears 


Smoke stains on brick 


Make smooth, stiff paste of tri-chlorethylene and pow- 
dered talc. Apply to stain with trowel. If possible, cover 
with glass or pan to retard evaporation. When dry, scrape 
off with putty knife. Repeat until stain disappears. 
Ventilate well if tri-chlorethylene is used indoors. 

If stain persists, wash thoroughly. Dissolve 2 pounds 
trisodium phosphate in 5 quarts water. In separate 
enamel vessel, make smooth paste of 12 ounces of chloride 
of lime in water. Pour former onto paste and stir thor- 
oughly. When lime has settled, draw off clear liquid, 
dilute with equal parts water, add powdered talc to make 
stiff paste. Trowel onto stain and scrape off when dry. 


Mortar stains on brick 


Scrape off chunks of mortar with putty knife. Soak wall 
with water. Wash with either a solution of 1 part hydro- 
chloric acid to 10 parts water, or a solution of 1 part phos- 
phoric acid to 20 parts water. Rinse thoroughly with clear 
water after’stain is removed. Be sure to wash acid from 
mortar joints. Caution: To make acid solution, add acid 
slowly to water while stirring in a glass, porcelain, or 
earthenware jar. Wear rubber gloves, goggles. 


Efflorescence on brick 


First try removing whitish stain by wire-brushing. If 
spots remain, wet brick; then scrub with solution of 1 
part hydrochloric acid to 10 parts water. Use stiff fiber 
brush. Rinse immediately and thoroughly with clear 
water, then a second time with a diluted ammonia solution 
(1 pint household ammonia to 2 gallons water). Don’t 
get acid solution on wood trim. Avoid mortar joints as 
much as possible. Wear goggles, rubber gloves. 


Oil stains on brick 


Dissolve 1 pound trisodium phosphate in 1 gallon 
water. Mix with whiting to form paste. Spread 14-inch 
layer over stain. Let dry, then scrape off and wash with 
clear water.

Kill mildew by scrubbing with solution of 10 gallons 
water, 6 ounces trisodium phosphate, 4% pint household

Put your children's 
voices on a record 


An album of beloved sounds will delight your 


whole family now and in the years to come

, take snapshots of your chil- 
dren from time to time for their 
photo scrapbook; why not make a 
“talking scrapbook”’ of their 
throughout the years? 

With a moderately priced tape or 
wire recorder, you can capture 
baby’s first cries and coos, Jimmy’s 
babbling of nursery rhymes, Su- 
san’s solo at her first piano recital! 
lake your reel of tape or wire to a 
sound-recording studio, have a 
record made of it, and you'll have 
a priceless possession ! 

You can have fun interviewing 
your child and his small guests at 
his birthday party, as we did with 
our 5-year-old Craig. 

“Tell us what you did this day 
you were 5, Son,” my husband, 
Roy, asked, as I held the micro- 
phone within range. 

“We went to the zoo, and then 
we had a ‘circus’ party.” Craig’s 
eager voice claimed. “And | got a 
fire engine and dump truck and 
finger paints and a baseball bat 
AND we had frosted cake and ice 
cream and balloons! 

“My, what a BIG day!” Roy 
declared. “Penny, tell what you 
liked best at the zoo.” 

Ihe pressing made from that 
recording is already a treasure and 
will become endeared as years go 
by, when Craig will be interested in 
football and college proms, instead 
of toy fire engines and trips to the 
zoo! 

If you have a movie camera, you 
know how realistically it catches 
the sight of your children; just so 
will a record catch and keep for you 
the sound of them in ways they 
speak and soon outgrow. Some 
friends of ours have a cherished 
record of their daughter singing 
“Dod Bless Amerida’’ when she 
was not yet 3. From her lofty perch 
of 8 years today, Martha Louise 
giggles, “‘How did I ever make 
‘God Bless America’ sound like 
that?” 


Pratiy you have kept samples 
of your child’s first printing of his 
name. But a recording gives you 
signature in vowe, catches the lilt of 
his young voice, so you won't have 
to peel back layers of memory to re- 
call the sound of his joyous en- 
thusiasm at the back-yard Easter- 
egg hunt when he was 2. You have 
it on a record, for keeps, just like the 
color snapshots you took that 
bright Sunday morning. 

Each Christmas you can make a 
record with the singing of carols 


and talk about the gifts Santa left. 


Just as you look at old photographs 


of your children and remark, “My, 
haven't they grown!” so you will 
perceive how their voices change, 
“grow,” and develop from year to 
year, as they sing “Silent Night” 
or “Away in a Manger.” You can 
include a few appropriate and 
meaningful sound effects on your 
recording, too. Last Christmas we 
had our 2-year-old Joan thump her 
toy piano and pat her new doll to 
cry ““Mama.” Each time you play 
such a record, you can relive that 
happy holiday. 


| summer we had a family re- 
union with grandparents, uncles, 
aunts, cousins, from Wisconsin to 
California meeting at our home in 
Oklahoma. We made a recording 
with everyone performing, starting 
with gurgling laughter from Baby 
Sherry, with songs, nursery rhymes, 
tap dances, piano and banjo play- 
ing from all the children (little and 


big), on up to a lusty rendition of 


“She'll Be Comin’ Round the 
Mountain” by Granddad. Pressings 
were made for each of the family, 
and now none of us would take a 
fortune for them. 

Operating a tape or wire record- 
er is easy and offers many advan- 
tages over recording directly on a 
disc, though you may prefer that 
way. For example, with our family- 
reunion record, we'd have each 
person say their piece or sing their 
song, one at a time, then snap off 
the recorder; next performer was 
then brought “front and center” in 
proper position to the mike, cued, 
and the machine turned on. If a 
mistake was made, or if someone 
coughed or the telephone rang, no 
harm was done, for with a tape 
or wire machine, you merely re- 
wind and record right over the 
error. 

The average playing time of a 
standard 10-inch record is around 
2 minutes and 45 seconds per side, 
so if you want to stage a polished 
performance, you can have a “re- 
hearsal”’ and time everything in ad- 
vance. This is not at all necessary, 
for if your recording is a little over 
2:45, you can put the rest of it on 
the other side of the disc or finish 
it on a new side; if it’s under 2:45, 
you can leave a few grooves spacing 
and then use that same disc for an- 
other brief recording another time. 

As a by-product of the fun you'll 
have with home recordings, your

Four types of insects await the opportunity 
to chew up your home. 


Here’s how to recognize and stop them 


Wood-boring insects work mostly in shaded areas, 
but you should take precautions wherever you live

U.S. Department of Agriculture 


= insects attack homes for only one reason: 


They’re hungry. The surest way to invite them to dinner is 


to let them get at the food. Just as you don’t leave food out 
where it attracts mice and flies, keep the lumber in your 
house preserved against attack 

If you do discover damage, don’t get excited. Your house 
won't collapse. First figure out from the pictures which 
insect is doing the damage. Then take the steps that follow: 


Termites. If you find subterranean termites in your house, 
first shut off their access to moisture, which they need to live. 
(“‘Subterranean”’ means they live underground.) Drain off 
swampy spots, clear out stumps and all wood and paper 


debris. Clean out clogged gutters and Turn to page 250 


Powder-post beetles 


What they do

Powder-post beetles, unlike destructive ants, have thick bodies, 
spiny tails, and heads often set at an angle to their bodies. 

These beetles reduce wood fibers to powder. Some types attack 
woodwork, others oak flooring and hardwood furniture. They leave 
1/16- to Y-inch exit holes, and sometimes a powdery film (right). 
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Termites 
What they do

Subterranean termites live in earth, require moisture to exist. Earth 
tunnels on foundation walls carry termites from earth to wood. 
Damage to wood is not visible, since termites eat through grain of 
wood, never come to the surface. 

In swarming time (spring), termites are black, with four wings of 
equal size. In wood, they are white and soft, about '4 inch long. 


Carpenter ants 


What they do

Carpenter ants may be large black or brown insects or small black 
ants. Their wings are longer than their bodies and lie flat. Ordinary 
ants have short wings that stand up. 

Carpenter ants don’t eat wood, merely bore into it for shelter. They 
prefer window and foundation sills, porch columns, railings. Look for 
piles of sawdust and shredded wood on the floor.

Old-house borers are also beetles, but have round tails without spines, 
and round heads that follow the lines of the body.

Most any dog can become a watchdog, but how much should you demand? 


By Rassell K. Lowry 


= about everybody who starts 
out to buy a puppy will usually an- 
nounce “I want a good watchdog” 
the minute he steps into a pet shop 
or kennel. People who write “Your 
Pet and Mine” for advice on buy- 
ing the right breed will invariably 
wind up their letters with the sen- 
tence, “Of course, I want a good 
watchdog!” 

So it’s only human nature for 
the breeder or pet-shop owner to 
drag out a cute little ball of fur and 
fluff and say, “Oh, this pup will 
grow into a fine watchdog all 
right.” The watchdog enthusiasts 
generally accept the statement at 
its face value and start feeling safer 
at once. Nuts to second-story men 
and burglars. We've got a watch- 
dog, haven’t we? 

Often, this is only the beginning 
of a chain of confusion and mis- 
understanding. People just don’t 
seem to understand what a watch- 
dog is, or is supposed to do. First, 
no pup is going to be much of a 
watcher until he grows up and gets 
some gray matter. Up to this time, 
any normal, healthy pup is every- 
body’s pal. He craves only the at- 
tention and patting of any human 
who happens aleng—friend or 
stranger. 

But one fine day, the pup grows 
up. He starts being suspicious of 
strange sounds and strange people 
A knock on the door or the sound of 
a step he doesn’t recognize brings 
forth a bark. Right from there, the 
pup has become a watchdog. A 
watchdog, says the dictionary, is 
“a dog quick to detect the ap- 


proach of strangers.” In short, he’s 
just an alarm-sounder. His bark 
simply says, “Come quick, master; 
I think there’s skulduggery afoot!” 
But by no means is he an animated 
machine gun or a General Patton 
tank. He warns. And that’s all. 

Which is as much as should be 
expected of any dog. But here’s a 
woman who says that her Cocker 
Spaniel barks at a knock on the 
door all right. Yet, says the lady, 
when the door is opened and a 
stranger walks in, the dog backs 
away. Now, she asks, why doesn’t 
my dog go after the stranger? 


Ovthand, that sounds like a fair 
question. But is it? Few dogs will 
attack a human unless they are 
trained for it. This is true especially 
of the medium-size or small breeds. 
They logically realize their physical 
limitations. For that matter, most 
dogs of the larger breeds refuse to 
wade into a person unless they are 
cornered or otherwise goaded into 
the act. German Shepherds, Box- 
ers, and Doberman Pinschers have 
the required temperament for mak- 
ing good attack animals. And 
these, with an exception here and 
there, were the only breeds which

had the size and mental make-up 
to make the grade in the K-9 Corps 
of World War II. Even then, they 
had to be expertly trained for this 
aggressive attack work. 

Trained in peacetime attack 
technique, dogs are often used for 
guarding property. They’re excel- 
lent watchdogs to be sure, but 
when the chips are down, they can 
also back up their “‘watching”’ with 
attack. They are not called watch- 
dogs, but “guard dogs.” Therein 
lies the distinction between a 
watchdog and an “attacker,”’ who 
is in reality a guard animal. 


The word “watchdog” is much 
abused. It misleads many. The 
truth is that most any dog will be- 
come a good watch animal, given 
half a chance. He’ll bark when 
danger threatens. But that’s all. 
And when he barks, he has dis- 
charged his obligation. It’s up to 
you to carry on from there. 

As for training a dog to attack 
humans, we’re against it. Let’s 
face it. No dog is a match for an 
armed man bent on mischief, not 
even a big, powerful animal who 
knows all the tricks in tackling a 
prowler. Yes, we’ve read all the 
hair-raisers, listened to the radio 
plots, and seen the movies which 
play up these super dogs who 
never fail to subdue the dastardly 
kidnapers. But these episodes all 
ignore the simple, realistic truth that 
a smart human can outmaneuver a 
powerful, vicious dog any day in 
the week. One of the ways being a 
well-placed bullet. 


; dog owner who assigns his 
pet to actually guarding valuable 
property, expecting the dog to 
make good on his own in a physical 
encounter with a burglar, has no 
real love for the animal or thought 
of its safety. Storekeepers some- 
times delegate to their dogs this 
kind of duty. Owners of lumber- 
yards and warehouses, located in 
darkened sections of town, often 
find it cheaper to chain up a 
fierce-looking dog on the premises 
than to hire a watchman. Natural- 
ly, their dogs do their best when 
the big test comes along. 

Which isn’t much, when all’s 
said and done. The body of many a 
loyal dog has been found the next 
morning, with a bullet through its 
brain or its skull caved in. In fact, 
how many times have you ever 
read of a faithful “watchdog” 
standing on the chest of a dead 
prowler, wagging its tail in tri- 
umph? When that happens, it'll 
be bigger news than the one about 
the man biting the dog!

like these when you dig into dam- 
aged wood, your house has been in- 
vaded either by non-subterranean 
termites or powder-post beetles. 
Difference: Pellets of termites are 
concave; pellets of beetles aren't. 


get rid of all untreated wood in con- 
tact with the ground. Remove dirt 
fill under porches and make sure 
that all crawl space is well ventilat- 
ed. Put all supporting timbers on 
concrete bases, cap masonry foun- 
dations, and point up cracks in 
masonry. 

As a supplement to these struc- 
tural changes, poison the soil 
around the foundatior of the house. 
Break down<all earth shelter tubes, 
then dig a trench 15 inches deep 
and about the width of a spade 
around walls, piers, and vertical 
pipes. Next bore auger or crowbar 
holes down to the footings, 6 to 18 
inches apart, depending on the 
sandiness of the soil. Using a water- 
ing can or hose, pour part of the 
poison (see below) into the trench, 
replace half the soil, pour in more 
poison, then put in the rest of the 
soil and the rest of the poison. 
Apply poisons only when soil is dry 
and use about a gallon per foot of 
foundation. 


p= can use any one of four 
poisons: 1 pound of sodium arse- 
nate per gallon of water; 1 part of 
trichlorobenzene in 3 parts of fuel 
oil; 5 percent DDT in fuel oil, 5 
percent pentachlorophenol in fuel 
oil; or a 2 percent emulsion of 
chlordane. These chemicals are 
poisonous to you and animals, and 
all but the chlordane will kill vege- 
tation if used near the roots. Pro- 
tect plants and trees by laying tar 
paper on the wall of the trench near 
shrubs. Use rubber gloves, and 
keep chemicals away from wells. 
Soil poisons should be effective for 
at least five years. 

If you’re building a new house, 
your best protection is termite 
shields—strips of corrosion-resist- 
ing metal carefully laid on founda- 
tion walls and piers. All joints must 
be sealed, or connected by imper- 
vious interlocking joints. Check 
joints yearly. 

Never put any wood in direct 
contact with the soil unless it has 
been thoroughly impregnated with 
an effective preservative. Where

wood is separated from the ground 
by a crawl space, that space should 
be vented through screened open- 
ings in the wall, 1 square foot of 
opening for every 25 linear feet of 
wall. 


Non-subterranean termites, 
which require no contact with the 
earth for moisture, are a problem 
only in California and southern 
Florida. Best protections against 
them are tight construction, no 
greater than 20-mesh copper 
screens, and several coats of heavy 
paint on all outside wood. Dip all 
exposed timbers for three minutes 
in a5 percent solution of pentachlo- 
rophenol in a light petroleum oil. 
If timbers are already in place, 
give them at least two coats of 
pentachlorophenol by brushing.

\ house should never 
look remodeled

I. any smooth remodeling job, the fewer the changes you 
make, the slighter those changes should be. A house should 
never look as if it had just been remodeled. 

fake the Joseph Schilling home in Des Moines, Iowa, 
for example. Work to be done—and the Schillings decided 
to do it in two stages—included complete kitchen revision, 
expansion of living space, and general sprucing up outside. 

Greatest improvement in looks wasn’t structural at all. 
Simply by raising the grade 18 inches at the porch, then 
camouflaging remaining height with planting, the Schillings 
removed their house’s double chin. Minor changes in main 
and dormer roofs smoothed out wrinkles in her brow. 

Enclosure of the porch was the final touch. Blending per- 
fectly with the character of the old house, it increased living 
space and let in light the old porch used to shut out. The en- 
trance was put at the side, where it doesn’t interfere with 
furniture arrangement around the big window with its view 
toward the park. 

Just as improper air conditioning can make outside heat 
unbearable, too great a change from “‘before”’ to ‘“‘after” 
can make a mess of a good remodeling possibility.

Here’s what to look for and look out 
for in a baby sitter if you want 


peace of mind on your evenings out 


By Robert J. Kelder 


iG teen-agers in your neighborhood are probably fine 
youngsters, but it might be a mistake to hire one of them to 
sit with your children. Luckily, a good sitter possesses char- 
acteristics which can be easily discovered. 

If you know what to look for, a 10-minute interview is 
usually enough to tell you whether 16-year-old Mary will be 
a good sitter. Then you can go ahead and enjoy the evening 
out, without worrying about things at home. 

Here’s what you should look for in a sitter: 
Does she have a sense of responsibility? 

Some teen-agers look upon baby-sitting as a lark, or just 
as a way of making pocket money. A good sitter will listen 
to you attentively and ask questions, showing that she knows 
an emergency might develop and wants to be prepared. 


Does she have a dignified appearance and personality? 


Most girls in their late teens can look dignified if they try, 
and a baby sitter should. Children will cut up in the presence 
of a sitter who giggles at them. They’ll stick to normal, easy- 
on-the-furniture games if their temporary boss gives the im- 
pression of being grown-up like their parents. This ability 
to command respect can be quickly detected in a sitter’s 
facial expression, bodily carriage, and response to questions. 


Does she like children? 


Youngsters can usually tell whether or not grown people 
like them. If a sitter has a relaxed, warm personality, chances 
are children will react to the warmth and affection and will 
cooperate. Sitters who really enjoy playing games with chil- 
dren or reading them stories are the most successful. 


Does she like quiet recreation? 

Since your children will probably be put to bed long be- 
fore you get home, there will be several hours during which 
the sitter must amuse herself. The ones who dislike quiet 
amusements such as listening to the radio (on low volume) 
or reading magazines are usually the ones who invite friends

in and thereby wake up and upset the children for hours. 

But it’s sometimes pretty hard to know all about a new 
sitter from ‘one interview. If she seems to be all right and is 
well recommended, give her a trial. You can decide whether 
to have her again if she has met these tests: 


Did she follow instructions? 


If your children are small or if you have several things 
you want done, make a list. If Item 8 says to shut the win- 
dow in Junior’s room to an inch from the bottom, and she 
doesn’t do it, don’t hire her again. Carelessness in small mat- 


ters may later become neglect in serious ones. 


Did she tell you what happened while you were gone? 

A sitter should be on the alert for hints of sickness, par- 
ticularly coughs and sneezes. She should also tell you 
if Junior misbehaved, and should report all callers and tele- 
phone calls. 


Did she mistreat your home? 

Good sitters don’t leave a path of magazines between the 
kitchen and the living room, strew phonograph records on 
the floor, roll up the rug for dancing, or raid the refrigerator. 


Did she show good judgment in handling an emergency? 

' You don’t have an emergency every time you’re gone, but 
if Junior does cut his finger superficially, she should simply 
patch it up, not hysterically telephone you or an ambulance. 


Did the children like her? 
You can’t discover this until the children wake the next 
day, but it’s mighty important to know. Children obey 


someone they like and respect. They can be devilishly non- 
cooperative if they don’t like her.

pect at least once a year for pel- 
lets which drop from eaten wood. 

If your house has already been 
attacked, use the same methods 
described for powder-post beetles, 
or, using bellows, blow finely di- 
vided white arsenic or 50 percent 
DDT powder into auger holes 
bored into the termite galleries. A 
half-teaspoonful per hole is enough. 
The dust sticks to the termites’ 
bodies, and they become poisoned 
because of their habit of licking 
each other. 


Carpenter ants may either fly 
or crawl into the house. Since they 
attack decayed wood first, replace 
all rotting wood in foundation, 
porch, or sills, with preservative- 
impregnated wood. Have a tree 
surgeon operate on decayed sec- 
tions of shade trees. 

lo kill small numbers of carpen- 
ter ants, use sweet-poisoned baits, 
such as honey and arsenic. You can 
buy special containers that ants can 
get in but dogs and cats can’t reach. 
Put these where ants are crawling. 

When there are a lot of ants, 
dust nests and runways with derris 
powder containing 4 percent rote- 
none, or with a dusting of 10 per- 
cent DDT powder, or spray with a 
solution of 1 to 2 tablespoonfuls of 
40-50 percent chlordane in a gal- 
lon of water. Saturate any infested 
wood with a 5 percent solution of 
pentachlorophenol in fuel oil. 


Powder-post beetles and old- 
house borers do more damage 
than all other wood-boring insects 
except termites. There are se 
types of beetles, but all have be 
same characteristics. The holes you 
find in the wood of antique furni- 
ture are made by one type. 

To prevent damage, use no wood 
that still has bark on it, and use only 
dry, heartwood lumber. Give a 
brush coat of preservative to ex- 
posed structural timbers in attics, 
cellars, and crawl spaces. Be sure 
all attic or crawl-space vents are 
tightly screened. 

Where wood has already been 
attacked and weakened, replace it 
with chemically preimpregnated 
timber. If the wood isn’t too badly 
powdered, bore auger holes intothe 
beetles’ runways through the wood 
and inject under pressure 5 percent 
pentachlorophenol, or 1 part of 
trichlorobenzene in 3 parts of light 
petroleum oil. Fill holes with putty 
and refinish the eaten wood. Open 
all doors and windows so the odor 
of chemicals can get out. These 
liquids will burn your skin, so be 
careful. 

These protective measures and 
remedies you can probably handle 
yourself. If you don’t want to try, 
there are reputable companies 
everywhere whose business is to 
keep houses free from insect dam- 
age. They often use another 
method—fumigation for which 
they seal the house tightly with 
heavy paper and fill the house with 
gas until all insects are dead. But 
don’t try it yourself.

Wine: is yogurt? It’s nutritious milk transformed 


to “yogurt” by adding a special culture. It’s smooth 
as custard, mildly tart, fresh tasting. You eat it with 
a spoon. “‘De-licious,” say yogurt fanciers. And the 
number of yogurt fanciers is growing fast, because 
yogurt, they say, is giving them new pep and vitali- 
ty. It’s the “new edition of nature’s most perfect 
food.” 

Yogurt’s a “brand-new idea,” but it’s centuries 
old in the Old World. Yogurt’s the Turkish word. 
In Armenian, yogurt is matzoon; Greek, oxy-gala; 
Syrian and Egyptian, leben rath; Balkan, kisselo 
mleko; Indian, dadhi. 

The yogurt culture was named bacillus bulgaricus 
by Professor Illya Metchnikoff who succeeded Louis 
Pasteur as the director of the Pasteur Institute. He 
chose the name because he isolated the culture from 
Bulgarian yogurt. And yogurt, he claimed, was the 
outstanding reason for the hardiness and long life 
of the Balkan people. The professor received the 
Nobel Award for his work on yogurt.

‘bas are as many ways of keeping a home workshop 
neat and orderly as there are men who own them. The 
secret lies not in costly accessories, but in a sort of in- 
ventive know-how with nails, screws, cup hooks, wood 
strips, and any other handy material. 

The fact that there are innumerable solutions does not 
lessen the importance of the problem. You can’t do good 
work in a junky workshop. A clutter of odds and ends will 
slow your production, lessen the quality of your work, 
and may actually be hazardous. 

Your shop storage needs boil down to finding con- 
venient, easily inventoried, and regular places to put tools, 
supplies of hardware, lumber, and paint, and waste ma- 
terials. With these under control, through the use of hang- 
ing panels, shelves, cupboards, and containers, you'll 
have a neat workshop. 

Here is a collection of handyman tips that will help you 
solve your shop storage problems. 

There is one further word of warning that most crafts- 
men would underline. Make a point of doing a good 
cleanup job at the end of each work session. If you do, you

It is a 
thief of our self-respect and good 
opinion of ourselves as well. It nags 
at us and spoils our fun. Beset by 
gnawing conscience over the letter 
we owe, the checkbook we ought to 
balance, the lawn we ought to 
mow, our enjoyment of the golf 
game we are playing instead is con- 
siderably diminished. 


a orse still, our available energy 
for living happily and efficiently is 
lowered by the inner conflict that’s 
caused by laziness or neglect of ob- 
ligations. It’s a little like postpon- 
ing a badly needed ring job on your 
car. The motor’s ability to function 
smoothly, economically, and with- 
out friction keeps getting worse 

Just about all of us put off doing a 
disagreeable job once in a while 
You wouldn’t be human if you 
didn’t. So don’t begin to feel guilty 
or on the defensive if you postponed 
washing the dishes or waxing the 
car in order to sit down and read 
this article. Relax instead and find 
out what makes people that way 
Even if you aren’t a putter-offer 
yourself, chances are strong that 
you have one among your friends 
or in your immediate family 

No one is born lazy, the way 
people are born with large noses, 
or green eyes, or genes and chromo- 
somes that make for tallness or 
shortness. You can’t blame heredi- 
ty for this tendency to “let George 
do it.” 

““My grandfather was the laziest 
man in Polk County,” one man in- 
sists stoutly, “and I’m just like 
him.” 

“Stuff and nonsense,’ answers 
modern psychiatry. “You're ration- 
alizing, mister.” 


N o one inherits the tendency to 
sit around twiddling his thumbs, 
whittling wood, doodling, or let- 
ting the grass grow under his feet 
He becomes that way because it was 
made pleasant or profitable in his early 
years. He isn’t naturally indolent or 
apathetic. He is made so by what 
happens to him in childhood 

Take yourself, for instance. If 
you're a chronic procrastinator, 
the probabilities are strong that 
your folks did more for you than 
they should have when you were 
small. Maybe your mother fed you 
too long and discouraged your first

attempts to grab a spoon for fear 
you'd smear the oatmeal all over 
yourself. Perhaps she lost patience 
waiting for you to struggle into 
your own clothes and said, “Come 
here; let me do it for you. Your 
breakfast is getting cold, and you're 
putting all the buttons in the wrong 
holes.” 

It seemed easier for your folks to 
pick up after you than make you 
responsible for putting your toys 
away yourself. They hung up your 
coat and hat for you, and put away 
your rubbers and mittens. By the 
time you were 5 or 6, you were 
thoroughly accustomed to all this 
service and found it pretty attrac- 
tive.

PV itiestidie: by insisting on do- 
ing everything themselves, the 
adults in your life implied that 
their way was faster, better, and 
more desirable than yours. You 
may have carried this evaluation 
of your present efforts into your 
grown-up life. It makes you hesitate 
to tackle things lest your results 
prove inferior in the eyes of others. 
You tend to put things off because 
you fear that people will not be 
impressed with your efforts, or may 
criticize you or tell you that they 
or someone else could have done 
them better. 

If all this reads like a case history 
of your personal problem, it still 
isn’t too late to do something about 
it. Important as it is to understand 
yourself, you'll never get anywhere 
if you merely shrug your shoulders 
and say, “That’s the way I am.

chance of succeeding. Unless you're 
really mixed up, you won't need 
outside help. 

Roger L., for instance, has done 
a fine job of reforming his yen for 
procrastination without calling in a 
doctor. Roger’s business affairs 
were badly muddled by his fond- 
ness for putting off until tomorrow 
what he could—and should—have 
done today. He was a good sales- 
man, but he kept postponing calls 
on difficult prospects. The result 
was that a rival firm got their busi- 
ness. At home, he was always in hot 
water. The climax came when his 
house burned down. Roger dis- 
covered that he had let the in- 
surance lapse the previous month. 

He was finally shocked into do- 
ing something about his careless- 
ness. He didn’t waste time blaming 
his past, although it was probably 
responsible in large measure for a 
personality that made it difficult 
for him to do things on time. 

“What's past is past,’ he de- 
cided. “I was an only son and 
pretty badly spoiled. But that’s 
water over the dam. Meantime I’m 
only 35, with most of my life still 
ahead of me. It’s up to me, I guess, 
if I want to make it happier and 
more efficient. No one else can do it 
for me.” 

Here is what Roger did. You can 
do it, too, if you’ve found that pro- 
crastination doesn’t pay off in the 
long run: 

1. Outline your plan on paper, stating 
what you want to change, and jotting 
down steps toward your goal. 

For instance, to start with, Roger 
indicated simply: “Set the alarm 
half an hour earlier each morning, 
so I can geta head start on the day’s 
work.” A day or two later he add- 
ed: “Dictate every morning until 
I’ve cleared all current correspond- 


ence.’ At the end of the week, his 
notebook carried this entry: “Stop 
sharpening pencils as an alibi for 
not making decisions on ticklish 
problems.” 

2. Confide your plan for self-im- 
provement to a friend. 

Roger confided this to Tom, with 
whom he had lunch once a week. 
Tom was sympathetic, for they had 
roomed together in college, and he 
knew how hard it was for Roger to 
stick to a job and see it through. 
Tom acted as a sort of friendly 
truant officer. For instance, he sug- 
gested a small bet on something he 
knew Roger dreaded tackling. Sure 
enough, Roger lost. But the slight 
penalty involved, plus his hurt 
pride, made him win the next time. 
Roger found that it helps to have 
someone checking up on you, en- 
couraging you when you fail, and. 
praising you when you make 
progress. 

3. Enlist the aid of your wife or 
husband. 

Roger discovered that it’s much 
easier to work for or with your mate 
than all alone. When you try to 
improve all by yourself, you run the 
risk of making easy excuses for your 
failures or slipping into self-in- 
dulgence. You are more likely to 
come to your goals when you have 
the one you love rooting for you. 

41. Don’t try to improve everything at 
once. 

Roger took heart when he 
learned that even Ben Franklin 
was satisfied to correct only one 
failing at a time. Instead, Roger at- 
tempted a gradual mending of his 
ways and made allowance for the 
fact that change takes time.

Florida's 
beaches are uncrowded in the sum- 
mer—first, because there are so 
many of them, and, second, be- 
cause so many people have yet 
to discover what a bargain Flor- 
ida offers for family vacationists 
Florida is not only surrounded 
on three sides by water; it has 
30,000 lakes, dozens of rivers and 
streams. Nearly all give you fresh- 
water fishing if you prefer it to the 
deep-sea variety or the surf. No 
license is required for salt-water 
fishing; you can buy a special 10- 
day fresh-water permit for $2.25 
Florida’s famous springs are like 
nothing you'll see anywhere else in 
the world. You'll see two of the 
most famous, Silver Springs and 
Weekiwachee, on this 10-day tour 
And there’s the mysterious, un- 
believable St. Johns River, which

Hard-packed sand is still 


you're likely to see in several places 
before you get very far into Flori- 
da. The St. Johns rises in a tiny 
swamp called Helen Blazes near 
Melbourne, flows through a chain 
of lakes, to emerge at Jacksonville, 
a wide, navigable river on which a 
whole fleet of ships could lie at 
anchor without bumping a bow. 

You'll see handsome beach 
homes all the way down the east 
coast, and drive past millionaire’s 
Palm Beach, with its 
New York shops gathered together 
in asmall, tropical shopping center. 

You'll thrill to the skyline of 
Miami Beach, whose 365 spectac- 
ular hotels stretch for miles in the 
most dazzling display of modern 
architecture in North America. 

And, as a sort of guide to seeing 
the best in Florida, there is a Flor- 
ida Attractions Association. Of 
course, all the worthwhile attrac- 
tions in Florida aren’t members of 
the association, but you will be 
sure to get your money’s worth at 
any of the places that display the 
association’s sign. Eleven out of 
the 20 member attractions are in- 
cluded in this tour. 

It will be warm and humid from 
the middle of June until the middle 
of September, but humidity in 
Florida doesn’t mean the same 
thing it does in most places. What 
is generally termed humidity in 
Florida is really atomized sea wa- 
ter, and it’s one of Florida’s health- 
building assets. The west coast is 
10 to 12 degrees warmer than the 
east coast. There will be tropical 
rains of short duration, usually late 
in the afternoon, but streets and 
highways dry quickly, and no rain 
clothes are needed. 

Cottons, washable sheers, seer- 
suckers, and similar lightweight 
clothing should make up the entire 
family’s wardrobe.

The Chamber of Commerce is 
located in the fabulous old Alcazar 
Hotel, erected in 1889 by Henry 
M. Flagler, the man who built the 
Florida East Coast Railway and 
endowed St. Augustine with three 
enormous Spanish-Moorish-style 
hotels. The ornate Ponce de Leon 
still operates in the winter. In the 
one-time Alcazar, you’ll find the 
Lightner Museum of Hobbies, one 
of the “musts” of your St. Augus- 
tine expedition. Since you’re going 
to the Chamber of Commerce any- 
way, you may as well see this at- 
traction first. 


rr 

The Lightner Museum of Hob- 
bies, now city-owned, contains not 
only the largest collection of hob- 
bies in the world, but the most 
amazing. Here you'll see chande- 
liers that were sent to Emperor 
Maximilian of Mexico as a wed- 
ding gift. There are immense dis- 
plays of marble statues, dolls, an- 
tiques, porcelain, chinaware, old 
typewriters and musical instru- 
ments, minerals, coins, stamps, 
aprons, umbrellas, hats, costumes, 
buttons, valentines, pianos, and 
cigar-store Indians—in fact, prac- 
tically anything and everything 
you can think of! There is an ad- 
mission charge of 70 cents for 
adults, and 35 cents for children 
QO. C. Lightner, former publisher 
of Hobbies magazine, who brought 
the collection to St. Augustine, is 
buried in the courtyard. 

St. Augustine’s prize historical 
attraction is the “oldest house,” 
set in an attractive garden, with 
detached Spanish kitchen and an 
adjoining historical museum. The 
house, with its thick walls of co- 
quina shell—a marine deposit of 
shell and sand—is an “original” 
building, believed to have been 
erected about 1599. It has housed 
many families—and actually ex- 
isted under four flags—yet there is 
a pleasant, livable air about it even 
today. There’s a 35-cent admission 
charge. 

Another historical prize in St. 
Augustine—definitely another must 

is the Castillo de San Marcos, 
the amazing old fort just off Marco 


Avenue and U. S. Highway 1. It’s 
an excellent example of Spanish 
fortifications of the period, com- 
plete with moat and sentry box, 
and a dark dungeon you can peer 
into. Climb to the roof for a view of 
the city and visualize what the 
fort meant to St. Augustine of the 
1700’s—when it stood firm against 
attacks of hostile Indians. In 1740, 
Governor James Oglethorpe of 
Georgia besieged the fort for 38 
days, but was forced to withdraw. 
Another attempt by the English in 
1743 also resulted in failure, and 
St. Augustine remained under 
Spanish rule until 1763. 

Florida became a possession of 
the United States in 1821, and 
Castillo de San Marcos again be- 
came active in 1835 at the start of 
the Seminole War. In 1837, Osceo- 
la, famous half-breed Seminole, one 
of the white man’s bitterest foes, 
was captured and imprisoned in 
the fort. The fort’s a national mon- 
ument now, and there is a 10-cent 
admission charge. 


be won’t be in St. Augustine 
long before you will have to decide 
just how much of this vast pano- 
rama of history you are going to 
try to see. After St. Augustine, you 
won’t get your history in such 
large chunks, and there will be 
more variety in the things you’ll 
see. You'll come to the St. Augus- 
tine Alligator Farm after you cross 
the “‘Bridge of Lions’? and head 
south again on A1A. You'll see alli- 
gators and crocodiles later on at 
Silver Springs, but if you think 
Florida isn’t Florida until you’ve 
seen an alligator, this is a good 
place to get acquainted. 
It will be warm in St. Augustine. 
If you stay in town, look for an air- 
conditioned hotel. Otherwise, put 
up for the night in one of the fine 
motels along the ocean at St. 
Augustine beach, on A1A beyond 
the alligator farm. You’ll be eating 
a lot of seafood in Florida. You 
can get a good start in St. Augus- 
tine at Rector’s, the Neptune Res- 
taurant, the Chimes Grill, or the 
Alhambra Coffee Shop.

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Second day: 

It’s only 55 miles from St. Au- 
gustine to Daytona Beach, but 
you’re going to make two impor- 
tant stops, so start early. 

Your first stop will be at Fort 
Matanzas National Monument, 14 
miles south of St. Augustine. A 
marker directs you off the road a 
short distance to the headquarters 
building. The fort itself, which once 
guarded the southern approach to 
St. Augustine, is on Rattlesnake 
Island, across Matanzas Inlet 
“Matanzas” means “slaughter” 
and the history of the area justifies 
the name. 


‘ 
Fico ida was discovered and 
claimed for Spain in 1513. The 
French Huguenots were the first to 
contest Spain’s claim. Under Jean 
Ribaut, they established a settle- 
ment and Fort Caroline on the 
St. Johns River about 30 miles 
north of St. Augustine in 1562 

In 1565, Don Pedro Menendez 
was sent over from Spain to drive 
them out. Ribaut, with his fleet, de- 
cided to take the offensive and at- 
tack the Spanish. But a storm 
wrecked his vessels, and they were 
blown far down the coast. Mean- 
while, Menendez attacked Fort 
Caroline, and killed the garrison. 
Then he learned of Ribaut’s disas- 
ter, and that 200 Frenchmen were 
starting north by land. 

At Matanzas Inlet, which you 
now cross on a highway bridge, 
they were halted by the swift cur- 
rent. Menendez met them there 
and insisted upon unconditional 
surrender, which they were forced 
to accept. He then ordered the 
Frenchmen to cross the channel, 10 
at a time, in a small boat, and when 
they landed he had his soldiers tie 
their hands. When all the French- 
men had crossed the inlet, they 
were marched over the dunes and 
ruthlessly ‘“‘put to the knife.”’ Later 
100 more Frenchmen were cap- 
tured and disposed of in the same 
manner. 


Ye can cross from Anastasia 
Island to Rattlesnake Island by 
boat (35 cents for adults, and 15 
cents for children), and inspect the 
ancient building firsthand. The 
original blockhouse was built in 
1569, and proved valuable in de- 
fending St. Augustine from Ogle- 
thorpe’s siege, and from pirates, a 
constant threat to the Spanish 
colony in the early days. 

After a visit to grim old Fort 
Matanzas, you'll be ready for 
lighter amusement, and you'll find 
it at Marineland, home of Marine 
Studios, only a few miles farther 
down the coast. 

Marine Studios is the world’s only 
oceanarium. Here, in two giant 
tanks holding 700,000 gallons of 
constantly changing water, thou- 
sands of fish of many kinds live a 
relatively peaceful existence with 
good-natured porpoises and other 
sea creatures captured in local and 
far-flung waters. They are kept 
there not only for the amusement 
of the public, but for scientific 
study. The place is fascinating at 
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any hour of the day, but try to be 
there for the 11 o’clock feeding and 
show. (There are others at 2 and 
4.) The shows begin with a frolic 
of leaping porpoises, which the 
Marine Studios people believe are 
smarter than dogs. Then a diver 
goes down into each tank to feed 
the dozens of species the carefully 
computed diet that keeps them from 
eating each other. You watch through 
glass portholes, and get a weird thrill 
when an enormous turtle or shark 
swims practically against the glass 
to look you right in the eve. As 
the diver walks slowly around the 
floor of the tank, the fish literally 
snatch their food from his basket. 
Admission to Marine Studios: 
Adults, $2.20; children, 6 to 
$1.10 

It’s a tossup whether Marine 
Studios or Silver Springs will be 
the most fascinating stop on the 
route for the children. In any event, 
you'll be ready for food by the time 
you pull them away from the tanks. 
At 11:30—about the time the first 
show is coming to a close—the 
Dolphin Restaurant opens, serving 
an excellent smorgasbord lunch- 
eon. Adults, $2; children, $1. 


B, early afternoon you should 
be on your way to Ormond and 
Daytona Beaches, where you'll find 
the best family vacationland in all 
Florida, with thousands of rental 
cottages along the “‘world’s most 
famous beach.” 

About 5 miles north of Daytona 
Beach on Al1A, you'll come to Or- 
mond Beach, made famous by 


John D. Rockefeller. His winter 


home, ““The Casements,” is now a 
girls’ school, directly across from 
the huge, rambling, and still daz- 
zling old Ormond Beach Hotel. 

Here, right on AlA, you'll find 
the most remarkable family resort 
in America—Ellinor Village. While 
much of Florida was building lux- 
ury hotels for the winter trade, the 
Ellinor brothers, builders of big 
wartime housing projects through- 
out the South, bought 100 acres of 
sand dunes and palmetto jungle 
just across the highway from the 
beach and erected a landscaped 
community of 650 pastel-painted 
brick villas, complete with every- 
thing you have at home, including 
space. The Village includes a block- 
long shopping center, with a super 
market, a launderette, drugstore, 
post office, a place that fries sea- 
food to take out, and other shops 
and services. For the kids, in addi- 
tion to the wide, safe beach, there 
are playgrounds, a day nursery, 
and a baby-sitting service. 

The Daytona-Ormond area, 
more than any other section of 
Florida, is a year-round resort, and 
rates at the Village are lower than 
for anything comparable in the 
state. A  one-bedroom-and-bath 
villa, with a sofa bed in the living 
room and a complete electric 
kitchen, will cost you $8 a day, 
$49.50 a week. For $12 a day, 
$69.50 a week, you can have two 
bedrooms. 

There are other excellent cottage 
resorts all the way from Ormond 
Beach to several miles below the

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Daytona Beach pier, many right 
on the water. Wherever you stay, 
choose it for comfort and location, 
because you'll be in Daytona or 
Ormond for four days. 

There are good eating places on 
both the peninsula and the main- 
land. On the latter, Morrison’s 
Cafeteria has excellent food at 
moderate prices, and Johnston’s 
Coffee Shop features seafood and 
apple pie—and is famous for both. 
At Johnston’s, ask to eat in the 
Garden Room, a veritable green- 
house of luxuriant tropic plants. 

One of the biggest kicks you’ll 
get is driving on the beach at Day- 
tona, where so many famous speed 
records have been set. At low tide, 
you can drive some 19 miles from 
Ormond Beach to the lighthouse at 
Port Orange, on this wide, hard- 
packed stretch of sand, stopping to 
pick up shells and oddly twisted 
bits of driftwood. 


Third, fourth, and fifth days: 


Stay put in Daytona or Ormond 
and swim. Enjoy the beach; you'll 
never have it better. Take part or 
all of one day, though, for a trip to 
Silver Springs, which the _bill- 
boards call, with only a slight ex- 
aggeration really, “one of Amer- 
ica’s three great wonders”—the 
others being, concede the signs, the 
Grand Canyon and Niagara Falls. 

Silver Springs is located 5! 
miles east of Ocala—an easy, 
pleasant $5-mile drive over High- 
ways 92, 17, and 40 cage ye 
Beach. You cross the Johns 
River over a drawbridge near 
Astor, and drive through the Ocala 
National Forest and Game Refuge. 
Watch out for deer! 

There are four main attractions 
at Silver Springs: the glass-bottom 
boat ride, adults $2.30, children 
$1.15, under 6, free; the “photo- 
sub ride,” which is included in the 
price of the glass-bottom boat ride; 
the jungle cruise, adults $1.15, 
children 60 cents; and the Ross 
Allen Reptile Institute, adults 
$1, children 48 cents. 


Nouture else in the world will 
you see the underwater fairyland 
you see on the glass-bottom boat 
ride at Silver Springs as you look 
down through plate glass at cav- 
erns, ledges, and great spewing 
springs beneath clear-as-air Silver 
River. You will see beautiful rock 
formations, gorgeous colors, and 
enormous blue catfish gracefully 
weaving in and out of the rock 
formations. 

The pilot gives you bread, you 
open the window at your side, hold 
out a piece, and fish rise to the sur- 
face and take it away from you! 
You see the Devil’s Kitchen, 
springs bubbling charcoal to give 
the appearance of smoldering 
campfires! The children will love 
‘“‘Fisherman’s Paradise,”’ where the 
fish “play football.” 

For 40 fascinating minutes, you 
watch this great underwater show, 
and when you return to the dock, 
you transfer to a “photo-sub” 
boat and look horizontally out 
through the water. 

And the jungle cruise! Here the 


children really go into action 
and no wonder! An armada of 
mallards launches itself on the 
crystal-clear river. Nearby a flock 
of red-beaked marsh hens wades at 
the water’s edge. A great blue 
heron stalks majestically into the 
jungle. Water turkeys are spread 
out on tree limbs—like nets to dry 
A long row of big, orange-bellied 
turtles is strung on a log like beads 
on a chain. Two huge ’gators are 
sunning themselves not 10 feet 
away. A screaming snake hawk 
soars overhead to roost in the top 
of a towering cypress. Purple 
swamp asters climb tree trunks to 
lose themselves in the gray moss 
that shrouds them. Thousands of 
bone-white cypress knees are re- 
flected in the endless water mirror. 
The boat rounds a curve, slows to 
a crawl, and a family of monkeys 
all but leaps on board! The pilot 
tosses them bananas and bread, 
and the jumping, screeching, push- 
ing monkeys have the children 
shouting with excitement. 

The monkeys were imported, 
several years ago, but have gone 
native in the dense jungle. Every- 
thing else at Silver Springs is 
genuinely native—and natural 

At the reptile institute, you’ll see 
rattlesnakes “milked” of their ven- 
om, see alligators, the largest croco- 
dile in captivity, wierdly beautiful 
flamingos and other tropical birds, 
the friendly deer, and the Seminole 
Indian village. 


You be fascinated with the 
Seminoles, the brilliant, volumi- 
nous dresses of the squaws and girls 

their open-air living arrange- 
ments with the big central table on 
which they actually sleep. 

You'll spend most of your time 
at Daytona on the beach. Fishing’s 
good—in the surf, on the pier, or 
from a boat. There are free band 
concerts every night at the band 
shell on the peninsula. And there 
are other side trips you can make in 
an hour or two. The “Lost Mission 
and Olde English Sugar Mill,”’ in- 


teresting ruins surrounded by gar- 
dens, are only a few miles below 
Daytona Beach. And the pretty lit- 
tle town of New Smyrna Beach has 
an old Spanish mission, the founda- 
tions of a fort, and one of the 
largest shell mounds in Florida. 


Sixth day: 

You'll leave Daytona Beach on 
Highway 1 to drive 257 miles to 
Miami. When you reach Palm 
Beach, take the beach road A1A 
again, and follow it all the way into 
Miami Beach. But in the begin- 
ning, you'll be on Highway 1—and 
you'll start out through the Indian 
River country, where Florida’s fan- 
ciest citrus fruit is grown. Even as 
late as August, you will probably 
find bags of oranges for sale at 
roadside stands. This trip will take 
you through lovely, tree-shaded 
towns bordering on great, wide 
rivers, and you'll almost never be 
more than a few blocks from spar- 
kling blue water. You'll drive 
through Cocoa, Fort Pierce, Palm 
Beach, Del Rey Beach, Fort Lau- 
derdale, and Hollywood. 

There are motor courts all the 
way down the highway for many 
miles before you reach Miami 
Beach—and all for rent at summer 
rates. But if you feel like swanking 
it at one of the big hotels, you can 
do that, too, and stay within your 
budget. Their summer rates are 
about one-fourth as high as their 
winter rates, 

Miami is a big, beautiful city, 
with many things to see and do. 
Miami Beach, a separate town, has 
a population of nearly 50,000 on 
its own. At first inspection, you'll 
think everyone there lives in one 
of the glamorous hotels that line 
the Atlantic practically from one 
end of the city to the other. 


Seventh day: 


You'll get a thrill out of Lincoln 
Road on Miami Beach—and Bis- 
cayne Boulevard in Miami. But 
the kids will get their greatest fun

Imagine that you are your youngster, being inter- 
viewed by the counselor. If you’re like most seventh- 
graders, you haven’t the faintest idea of what you want 
to do when you grow up. You probably don’t even care. 

First the counselor exposes you to a “battery of instru- 
ments,”’ formidable in name only. These instruments are 
often mistakenly called tests. They will tell the counselor 
about your interests and abilities. It will take you at least 
three or four hours to answer the questions. 

The questions will amuse you. Here are some samples: 
“Do you like poetry? Do you think all people should be 
educated? Do you like picnics?”’ Silly questions? Maybe, 
but they help to focus on your field of interest. 

What does it all mean? The counselor explains that 
psychologists have discovered that potentially successful 
doctors have certain interests, artists and radar experts 
others. You are told that there is some crossing of interests. 
You learn that a concert pianist may share interests with 
a dental technician. Other determining factors will 
separate the two. 

The counselor knows that you must be interested in 
any job to be a success. You must also have ability to do 
the job. Your grades will indicate to a counselor whether 
or not you have the ability to be, say, a doctor. 

Supposing you have the necessary talent to become a 
doctor, but not interest? A stumbling block? Possibly, but 
let the counselor prod a little further. Have you a fond- 
ness of pets and barnyard animals? Perhaps you would 
be happy as a veterinarian. 


But the counselor cannot pin-point you to any specific 
job. Counselors can only guide you to a field of jobs in 
which you show the most interest and aptitude. You 
must sift through these jobs while asking yourself such 
questions as: What is the work like? Does it require 
mechanical skill, mental ability, social leadership? Is it 
outdoor or indoor work? Do the tasks involve dealing 
with people? What is the salary range? 

For the moment, put yourself in the shoes of a person- 
nel director of a factory. What would you first look for in 
the people you hired?

U3 it’s planted, your porch, enclosed entrance, or 
terrace is just a step down—rather than a step up—in 
showing off your home to its best advantage. 

Consider these plantings, or similar ones that suit the 
pattern of your setting, to make your home more invit- 
ing. Here’s what you'll need to do: 


Tie your porch to the ground. A row of edging plants— 
petunias, ageratum, dwarf marigolds—will soften the 
edge of a close-to-the-ground porch. For the porch that’s 
several steps up, plant trailers, like nasturtiums, in boxes 
on the porch, and let them grow down to the other 
plants growing up from the ground. Try climbing vines to 
pull a porch downward. Or shrubs or plant boxes. 


Select a color scheme. A box of red geraniums with 
white marguerites, for example, is more positive than a 
box of several varieties. Ivy against a white wall is a low- 
keyed picture in green and white, effective because of sim- 
plicity. Or use plants that repeat [ Turn to page 310

some color tone of your house—like a mass of salvia as a 
foreground to a salvia red door. 


Screen, if you’ve something to hide. Best screen for a porch 
is rarely a solid mass of vines or shrubbery. Better effects are 
had with a screen that opens up here and there to show de- 
tail of leaves, stems, or flowers. An open effect is achieved 
by pruning and shaping, the kind of support you use, and 
the right plants. 


Keep potted plants uniform. Best use of potted plants is for 
accent. When you group several, the group itself is the ac- 
cent. This applies for plant boxes, hanging baskets. Use 
plants that flower the same color, or one variety with differ- 
ent color blooms. Containers that are similar in form and 
color look best. 


Break up bare spaces. This may take more than plants. 
One way is to build a plant shelf actually a part of the 
porch, Or build a long plant box on the ground to form a 
porch boundary. Boxes of accent plants on a porch floor put 
pattern on the wall, give design to the floor. 


Keep plants looking their best. Plant in loose, rich soil, 
feed regularly, control pests, keep plants trained and trim, 
and pick off dead flowers and leaves. 


Bricked-up flower beds point up the entrance, add charm to porchless 
house. Pelargoniums or geraniums are effective here. Another idea 
is a low, solid fence with daisies or gay flowers planted just inside

every high school in America. The 
Cleveland study showed that driver 
education in the high schools cut 
the teen-age accident rate in half. 
In Delaware, the State Highway 
Department compared the record 
of 1,100 drivers trained in high 
school with an equal number of 
untrained drivers of the same age 
There were 274 arrests of untrained 
drivers as against 57 arrests of 
trained drivers, 341 warnings as 
against 101, and 251 accidents as 
against 50. 


Similar studies made throughout 
the country show the same results, 
with only 40 percent of our high 
schools offering an elective course 
of driver education and only 20 
percent including behind-the-wheel 
instruction. As one New York high- 
school teacher put it: “In spite of 
the fact that we have all subscribed 
to the doctrine that we are educat- 
ing the whole child, this is the 
first time we have been given a 
prac tical suggestion on how to 
keep our whole children in one 
piece. This is not a play on words 
Any talk of secondary education in 
the United States which does not 
include driver and safety education 
is sheer mummery.” 

Yet no state has an adequate 
driver-education program as an 
integral part of the school curricu- 
lum. Parents should start a cam- 
paign immediately, through their 
P.T.A.s, local newspapers, service 
and fraternal organizations, auto- 
mobile clubs, casualty companies, 
and other agencies. They should 
press their state and local boards of 
education, and, above all, their 
state legislators, for compulsory 
classroom - and - behind - the - wheel 
education in high school. 

A driver-education course in- 
cluding behind-the-wheel instruc- 
tion requires only 28 hours of a 
total of approximately 2,000 hours 
of high-school work. Many of the 
training cars would be provided 
free by automobile clubs, dealers, 
and service clubs, as they are now 
to high schools where driver train- 
ing is given. Only a few teachers in 
each high school would be needed. 
From an _ economic standpoint 
alone, accident reduction would 
offset the cost of the program a 
thousand times over, and the extra 
insurance charge for young drivers 
would doubtless be reduced or 
eliminated for students who passed 
the course.

David handed me a little box with holes in it. It was a duck - 


a baby duck 


the cutest little critter you ever saw. The rest of us were just as excited 


Aprit i What a day—it was dark 
and chilly and windy, with a hard 
rain for a while in the morning. 
Then in the mail was another 
bundle of six new roses from an- 
other firm. I had just finished set- 
ting out 15 last evening. Maggie 
brought them in and put them 
down in the back hall. 

“That’s no place for roses,” 
says I. ““They will dry out in the 
house. They should be outdoors.” 
So I put them on the back steps. 
Worktime came toward evening— 
and nobody in sight to help. So I 
bundled up and went forth in the 
dismal air. 

I dug me six holes in the west 


Stopped at a nursery and bought 
more rose varieties and plant food. 
Sent David to haul them all home 


rose bed. Holes where in times 
past other roses had turned up 
their toes and gone to rose heaven. 
Here I put my new ones, with hope 
and faith. After each was set, 
mounded up the soil until the tops 
were almost covered. This I'll 
leave on until after growth starts, 
in two or three weeks. Then I'll 
pull it away. 


April 2 If this were the Wilson 
Bridge Road items in our local 
community weekly, this would 
read: “Mr. and Mrs. O’Brien took 
Sunday dinner with Mr. and Mrs.

We got off early 
under a bright sun. 

We hadn’t seen the Johnsons

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a garden convention last summer. 
Clair is president of the Akron 
Rose Society, which was having its 
monthly meeting this afternoon at 
the library. So after dinner we all 
went to said meeting. 

You can guess what was talked 
about at the meeting. It was roses, 
with spécial discussion on spring 
pruning. Whether to whack and 
prune low or to spare the bush and 
prune high. As usual, there was no 
agreement on the matter. 

Mulching was brought up. Some- 
body said he thought that good 
cultivation of a rose bed was better 
than keeping a thick mulch on it. 
If he did put on a mulch, as peat- 
moss, he worked it into the soil, 
rather than leaving it on top. This 
is my own idea about it, too. 


April 3 Remember that old chap- 
pie named Job? Well, I’m surely 
his first cousin. On my way home, 
I stopped at a nursery and bought 
plants of two more rose varieties— 
Capistrano and Mission Bells 
that I should have set out a year 
ago and never got done.

[his plant food needs to be 
spread around the roses. (No law 
against putting it on the lawn, too.)

By 8 a.m., she 
was busy putting some artificial 
flowers from year before last on her 
last year’s spring bonnet. At 9, I 
learned that she just wanted to 
make that old hat springlike as she 
went downtown to buy a new one 
to go with her green suit.

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April 16 Spring—balmy spring 
dropped in today, with warm sun 
and whatnot. So out to the long- 
delayed job of pruning the roses 

It was a queer winter. Many of 
the bushes have hardly killed back 
at all and are alive, out almost to 
the tips. Others are dead almost to 
the ground. As usual, a few are just 
dead——period! But then, one al- 
ways expects a few losses. Where 
the tops are alive, I think Ill 
prune lighter than usual and leave 
the live wood. I'll cut out weak 
canes, though, clear to the ground 

Narcissus are beginning to come 
out, all over the place. The Presi- 
dent Grevy lilacs at the corners of 
the house have pushed along so the 
flower buds are distinctly visible 
and leaves are an inch long. The 
winter honevsuckle bushes under 
the kitchen window are covered 
with white bloom. 


Aprit 1@ Hurray——David rallied 
round and, with aid of tractor 
power, got two beds worked up and 
ready to plant. In one are to go 
early vegetables, Other is for a new 
strawberry bed. Night came before 
I could get these chores looked after. 


Aprit 2@ Finished pruning the 
roses. Then with the two-pronged, 
forged weeding hoe, I went up and 
down and pulled away the soil 
heaped up around the canes of the 
new ones planted last fall and ear- 
lier this spring, now beginning to 
grow 

Then to lawn renovation. There 
are a few patches in sad state. So I 
decided just to begin over. I 
spaded up these spots. I made a 
liberal application of peatmoss and 
plant food, then worked these in 
well with the five-pronged cultivat- 
ing hoe. Leveled off with ordinary 
rake. Sowed grass seed—good 
quality, with around 60 percent 
bluegrass seed in it. Raked again 
lightly. Firmed the surface. Lots of 
folks waste seed by just scattering it 
on the surface. 


Aprit 21 Robins were scratching 
up where I had sowed that grass 
seed yesterday. Started in to pick 
up the tops of roses pruned off; 
want to get up every smidgen, 
haul it away, and burn it. When 
the bovs were litde, 'd make them 
do this job 

When about two-thirds through, 
I stopped this and started in to 
scatter plant food around each 
rosebush—mebbe half a big 
trowelful out a few inches from the 
base of each bush. I’m doing this 
before the first cultivation, so it 
will get worked down into the soil. 
I'll wait, though, until it has been 
rained on first. To vary things, | 
rested by pushing the wheel hoe 
through one of the iris beds for a 
first cultivation. Meanwhile, Mag- 
gie was out with her newly bought 
broom rake, raking up leaves and 
other debris from the back lawn. 


April 22 David was out with the 
jolly old lawn roller, pulled along 
by the garden tractor. He has it 
rigged up so now he can ride the 
roller, except when making turns. 
Of all the 57 things I had to get 
done, what do you suppose I did? 
You’re wrong, brother! I set out

Magnolias... 

There are reddish and purple 
forms, but the Saucer Magnolia 
that is most popular is the rosy- 
pink. The flowers average four to 
six inches across. This is cataloged 
as Magnolia soulangeana. 

The snowy white Star Magnolia, 
M. stellata, opens in the latitude of 
New York as much as three to four 
weeks earlier, also on still-leafless 
branches. 

All magnolias take careful plant- 
ing, because their roots are large 
and fleshy and cannot be sacrificed. 
Plant in spring. Buy nursery-grown 
plants. Handle so the huge flower 
buds will not be bruised or broken 

and you may even see your first 
flowers within a few weeks after 
planting. 

Set in full sun or a position only 
lightly shaded by trees. Make cer- 
tain your magnolias do not suffer 
for water, either spring or summer.

April Garden 


Central and East 


Broadcast a balanced plant food in shrub beds; use 4 
pounds for each 10x10-foot area. Spread one handful for a 
specimen shrub that’s about knee high; two handfuls if it’s 
waist high. 

Now’s the time to sow seeds of peas, lettuce, radishes, 
spinach, mustard, kale, chard, and parsley. Also set out 
plants of cabbage, broccoli, cauliflower, and head lettuce. 

Set out small pansy plants. Cut tops off old perennials. 
Plant asparagus and rhubarb early in well-drained soil. Mix 
a handful of plant food in bottom of each hole. 

Prepare areas well where groundcovers are to be planted. 
Spade deeply to kill shallow tree roots. Work 4 pounds of 
plant food into each 10x10-foot area. Established ground- 
cover areas need about 2 pounds, applied when the leaves 
are dry. Use a broom to sweep off any plant food that may 
be caught on the leaves. 

Trim late-flowering shrubs such as althea, low forms of 
spiraea, and hydrangea. 

Set out strawberry, raspberry, gooseberry, and currant 
plants as soon as soil is dry enough to work. 

Uncover and prune roses. Cut all winterkilled wood from 
hybrid teas and cut strong canes back to 6 to 8 inches. On 
hybrid perpetuals, remove deadwood and canes less than 
pencil thickness. 

Start new lawns and sow grass seed in bare spots early. 
Lawns should have at least 4 inches of good topsoil. Rake 
the topsoil fine before sowing grass seed. Then rake and 
tamp lightly once over after sowing. New seeding must not 
be allowed to dry out at any time. 

Control the tiny black flea beetles on plants with DDT. 
Keep rabbits from tulips by stretching wire fence around 
bed. 


California 


Prune shrubs that have flowered this spring. 

Dahlias left in the ground all winter should be divided 
this month. Chrysanthemums should be divided and trans- 
planted for best growth this summer. 

Spray citrus trees now with miscible oil for red scale. 

Here are perennials to start now from seed: Frikarti aster, 
angelonia, Esther Reed Shasta daisy, Royal Robe nierem- 
bergia, moraea, penstemon, pinks, 

Cut back poinsettia shoots to three buds, or fewer. Cut 
prunings into 6-inch lengths for cuttings. 

Grow cacti in filtered light of lath house or tree. 

Spray roses to control insects and diseases; mulch and feed 
them with high-test plant food. 

You can sow almost all vegetables this month. Feed and 
water them liberally. Slow growth makes them hard and 
bitter. 

Plant glads, tuberoses, montbretias, and tigridias, when 
weather is favorable. For shady areas use tuberous be- 
gonias, fuchsias, lobelias, and impatiens; transplant from 
pots, if immediate bloom is wanted.

Spray lawn thoroughly with 2,4-D when weeds are grow- 
ing rapidly and night temperature is above 65 degrees. Feed 
lawns; use 50 pounds of lawn food per 1,000 square feet.

daffodils, and dwarf iris, especially 
the bright yellows and blues, make 
a good underplanting wherever 
you set a pink Saucer Magnolia. 


Rhododendrons . . . 


Rhododendron bushes are prob- 
ably handsomest when kept to 
heights between 6 and 10 feet, 
though plants of the same kinds 
may soar to over 30 feet in the wild. 

Rhododendrons have very fine, 
almost hairlike, roots and need a 
porous, open soil that rates acid 
when tested. If you start with 
moderately heavy clay, use one 
shovel of peatmoss or well-rotted 
leafmold for each shovel of original 
soil you put back when preparing 
the bed. Have six inches of this pre- 
pared soil below and at least four 
inches above the root balls. 

Set your new plants as early in 
the spring as possible. Water the 
soil deeply once a week. 

Shade from the hottest summer 
sun and the blasts of the coldest 
winter winds are necessary in the 
Midwest wheré humidity is lower 
than in areas where rhododendrons 
are native. A permanent mulch of 
coarse peatmoss or partially de- 
cayed oak leaves laid down six to 


| eight inches deep is good growth

Azaleas ... 
The Flame Azalea blooms some 
three weeks later than the Torch 
Azalea and does well in partially 
shaded spots. The foliage takes on 
rich orange shadings in the fall. 
Usually cataloged as Azalea 
mollis hybrids is a widely satisfac- 
tory group that runs the gamut in 
color from pure sunshiny yellow, 
through orange and buff, to an 
apricot-pink. The flowers are large, 
and the branches are crowded with 
them. The bushes may spread to 
five feet and be equally tall. 
group is the most likely to succeed 


where the soil is neither acid nor | 


strongly alkaline. 

Belonging as they do to the 
rhododendron family, these azaleas 
do best in a soil forked deeply and 
made loose with liberal additions 
of peatmoss, sand, and leafmold 
A permanent mulch helps keep the 
soil from compacting. 

The pink native azaleas of the 
Appalachians, and those from the 
western side of the Pacific coastal 
range, are less showy. The Ghent, 
Kurume, and Indian groups are 
less hardy than those recommend- 
ed, but wonderful garden plants 
for areas south of Pennsylvania. 
Rating in winter-hardiness with 
these last three groups are the com- 
pact, dwarf-growing Hinodegiri 
brightest red, Coral Bells—shell 
pink and double, Prudence 
white, and Pink Pearl—a deep 
pink double.

There are rides of 
all kinds, a zoo, and cabanas for 
rent if you feel you have time for an 
all-day stay. Crandon Park is lo- 
cated on Key Biscayne, and is 
reached by the Rickenbacker 
Causeway over Biscayne Bay (car 
toll 25 cents round trip 
But be sure to plan your time 
in the Miami area to include a 
Nikko boat trip. You can take 
2-hour trip, from the dock at 2 
Street and Collins Avenue, for as 
little as $1.50—and see 
estates, islands, and lagoons. 
Phere are six municipally owned 
beaches at Miami Beach—at Lum- 
mus, Collins, Oceanside, Pier, 64th 
Street, and Northshore parks 
You'll want to see the flamingos 
and swans at Hialeah Race Track. 
Admission is free in the summer. 
You'll find excellent food in 
Miami and Miami Beach, and at 
lower prices—quality considered 
than you’ve paid so far. Especially 
recommended in Miami is the 
Commodore Plaza, where Florida’s 
famous lime pie is on the menu. 
And there’s Edith and Fritz’s—fea- 
turing all you can eat of Florida 
lobster or shrimp at moderate 
prices. The Lighthouse, on A1A 7 
miles north of Miami Beach, is an 
outstanding seafood restaurant 
Broussard’s serves New Orleans- 
type Creole cooking, with seafood 
specialties.

Two days isn’t half long enough 
for Miami sight-seeing, but you 
can’t spare any more time if you're 
going to complete your 
around the state in 10 days. Leave 
Miami the eighth morning for 
Sarasota over Highways 27 and 
80, with a stop at Clewiston, a 
trading post for Seminole Indians. 
The largest raw sugar-cane mil] in 
the United States is located at 
Clewiston, but doesn’t operate in 
the summer. Clewiston Inn is open 
all year, and a good place to dine, 
although it may be a little early for 
lunch when you reach Clewiston. 

This is sugar-cane and vegetable 
country, bordering on Lake Okee- 
chobee. You'll see little streams of 
water and tropical birds wading 
about. Other than that, the terrain 
isn’t too interesting. You should 
make good time to Fort Myers, 
where you take 41 for Sarasota. 

Fort Myers is called the shell 
capital of Florida, probably be- 
cause of its proximity to Sanibel 
and Captiva Islands, the finest 
shell-hunting grounds in America. 
There is a shell museum at Fort 
Myers, 1 mile north of town on 
Highway 41, which you can see on 
the way to Sarasota. (Admission 
55 cents.) Thomas A. Edison’s 
winter home and laboratories are 
open at 2130 McGregor Boulevard, 
and are much as they were at the 


circle 
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time of his death. If you are par- 
ticularly interested in Edison and 
his inventions, you'll enjoy the 
home. There is an admission: $1 
for adults, 50 cents for children. 

You'll be hungry by the time 
you reach Fort Myers. The Gondo- 
la Inn on the Caloosahatchee River 
at First Street, is an interesting and 
colorful place for lunch. They serve 
seafood dinners, chicken and steak, 
w just salad and sandwiches if you 
want a snack 

Fort Myers has beautiful royal 
palms, and a picturesque location 
on the wide Caloosahatchee, that 
empties into Charlotte Harbor—a 
popular fishing spot you’ll cross at 
Punta Gorda on Highway 41. 

You should try to reach Sarasota 
in time for a visit to Lido Beach, 
where the sand is sugar white, and 
the gulf deep turquoise blue. A 
good place for a swim, if you have 
time. The “Pioneer” on North 
Broadway, one of the newer, more 
luxurious courts in Sarasota, is 
operated by “The Fischers,” for 
many years featured giants with 
Ringling Brothers Circus! Imag- 
ine renting rooms from a gentle- 
man giant—and having a lady 
giant make your bed! It will cost 
you $8 a night for two big, beauti- 
fully furnished, fan-cooled rooms 
and bath. Bickford Lodge on 
North Broadway is also good, as is 
the Sarasota Hotel at Main and 
Palm. Your best food bet in the 
summer in Sarasota is Morrison’s 
Cafeteria for lunch and dinner 
and one of the downtown coffce 
shops for breakfast. 


Ninth day: 

Ihe John and Mable Ringling 
Museum of Art opens at 9 a.m., 
and is very much worth visiting. 
Admission is 50 cents, children 
under 12, free. The Sarasota Jungle 
Gardens are also attractive. Sara- 
sota is the home of the Ringling 
Brothers and Barnum and Bailey 
Circus, but it will be out on the 
road during the summer. 

Your next stop will be Tampa, 
50 miles of easy driving from Sara- 
sota, over Highway 541. You 
should reach it well before noon. 
In the alternoon, you can make a 
circle trip to Cypress Gardens and 
Bok Tower, a total distance of 120 
miles, and return to Tampa for 
dinner at one of the Spanish res- 
taurants in Ybor City. Ybor is the 
most interesting section of Tampa, 
and the world’s cigarmaking capi- 
tal. Take Highway 92 to Lakeland, 
and there ask at a service station 
for the road to Winter Haven. It’s 
a side road, but good, and will save 
you several miles. From Winter 
Haven, you take U. S. 27 to Cy- 
press Gardens, You should arrive 
in time for the 2 o’clock show, even 
if you stop for a snack en route. 

You pay $1.25 admission to Cy- 
press Gardens, children 12 to 17, 
30 cents, children under 12, free. 
This covers everything but the 
electric boat rides, and refresh- 
ments on the beautiful terrace. 
This is Florida’s most photographed 
attraction—famous for movie set- 
tings, gorgeous flowers, beautiful 
girls in ante-bellum costumes, and 


water ski shows. The electric boat 
ride ends in a natural jungle water- 
way that empties into Lake Eloise 
The restaurant serves sandwiches 
and shortcake as well as complete 
luncheons. Prices are moderate. 

After the show, which takes 
about an hour, you will want to 
stroll through the gardens, or take 
the boat ride. And you still have 
time to see Bok Tower and Sanc- 
tuary, only a few miles east of Cy- 
press Gardens. The turn-off to 
Bok Tower is marked, and is prac- 
tically at the entrance to Cypress 
Gardens. Ask the parking-lot at- 
tendant if you are in doubt about 
the way to go. The roads in this 
section wind through citrus groves, 
up and over gentle hills, and are 
pleasant traveling. There are no 
concerts at Bok Tower in the sum- 
mer, but the grounds are lovely, 
and the tower with its reflecting 
pool has a medieval look. Admis- 
sion to the Sanctuary is 25 cents. 

From Bok Tower you drive into 
Lake Wales on Highway 17, there 
turn onto 60, which takes you back 
to Tampa. There are motor courts 
in the outskirts of Tampa, and the 
Tampa Terrace Hotel offers eco- 
nomical summer rates. If you have 
returned to Tampa early enough, 
you may want to drive on over to 
St. Petersburg and stay at one of 
the courts or hotels near the beach. 
There are summer rates every- 
where, so you won’t have to worry 
about your budget. 


Tenth @ 

It's 196 miles from Tampa to 
Jacksonville, but if you start from 
Tampa, you will have to add to 
that the mileage you get from driv- 
ing through lovely St. Petersburg, 
and Clearwater, and up to Tarpon 
Springs on Highway 19. Stop for 
a quick look at the sponge fishing 
boats and the market at Tarpon 
Springs, then continue on 19 to 
Wecekiwachee Springs. At Weeki- 
wachee Springs, you see an under- 
water show, complete with ballet 
dancers! Admission, $1.55; chil- 
dren under 12, 78 cents. And 
you can swim at Weekiwachee 
Springs if you have time for a final 
Florida dip. There is a coffee shop 
at Weekiwachee Springs—and pic- 
nic tables. 

Take Highway 50 to Brooksville, 
where you again pick up 41 for 
Williston and Raleigh. At Raleigh 
turn onto 331 for Jacksonville, and 
you're on your way home!

Green oxide on copper 


Rub with very fine steel wool, 
then buff with soft cloth or, better 
still, a buffing machine. Apply 
coat of clear lacquer to prevent 
further oxidizing. 


Stains on porcelain fixtures 


Do not use abrasives or abrasive 
scouring powders; minute scratches 
collect dirt. Wash with household 
ammonia and water, or a solution 
of 3 tablespoons household bleach to 
1 quart water. 


Stains on ceramic tile 


Wash with solution made of 3 
tablespoons household bleach to 
quart water. If stain persists, rub it 
with cloth dampened in solution of 
1 part hydrochloric acid to 10 parts 
water. Wear rubber gloves. Avoid 
getting acid in mortar joints. Rinse 
thoroughly with clear water. 


Moisture spots on plaster 


First fix leak that caused spot. 
Lightly whisk off loose plaster with 
wire brush. Wash spot with solution 
of zinc oxide. When dry, apply two 


coats of aluminum paint, allowing 
each to dry 24 hours. Then apply 
finish paint or wallpaper. 


Dirt on wallpaper 


If paper is washable, wring cloth 
out lightly in mild, cool soapsuds, 
and rub gently over entire surface, 
working from floor to ceiling. Be 
careful not to loosen seams. If 
paper is not washable, use prepared 
doughlike cleaner. Knead until 
pliable, then rub lightly over pa- 
per, using wide, sweeping, overlap- 
ping strokes. As cleaner becomes 
dirty, fold soiled part under. Clean 
strip of wall next to ceiling, then 
work from ceiling to floor. Streaks 
on wallpaper above radiator often 
can be removed by rubbing lightly 
with a clean, dry sponge. 


Grease on wallpaper 


Make stiff paste of dry starch 
and benzine or fuller’s earth and 
benzine. Apply 19-inch layer over 
stain. When dry, brush off and re- 
peat if necessary. Sometimes it is 
possible to remove new grease 
spots by rubbing them with French 
chalk and allowing it to remain 
overnight. Before attacking grease 
stains, clean entire wall, Otherwise 
cleaned area around stains may 
stand out almost as badly as stains 
themselves 


Burns in wood 


Go over charred spot carefully 
with fine sandpaper. If discolora- 
tion remains, apply commercial 
bleach as manufacturer directs. Or 
make your own bleach by adding 
34 pound oxalic acid crystals to 1 
gallon hot water. Excess solution 
can be bottled for future use. Brush 
solution on stain and allow to stand 
4 to 5 hours, replenishing as it dries. 
Wash with linseed-oil soap and clear 
water, and rinse with hot water. 


Oil stains on wood 


Make alternate applications of 
gasoline and bleaching compound 
(either commercial bleach or one 
made by mixing 34 pound oxalic 
acid crystals in 1 gallon hot water). 


Water spots on shellac 


Go over spots lightly and care- 
fully with very fine sandpaper or 
steel wool. It may be necessary to 
remove all shellac. Then apply sev- 
eral very thin coats of new shellac.

If you suddenly be- 
come rich, your family can live on 
income and wait to receive lega- 
cies; on the other hand, a violent 
shrinkage of your assets makes it 
more important than ever that 
young children be protected by a 
suitable will. In many ways, a man 
of small means needs a good will 
even more than a plutocrat, one 
reason being that the shrinkage of 
a small estate may be a far more 
serious matter to survivors.

hace divorce doesn’t always 
make a will invalid, the termina- 
tion of a marriage, a separation, or 
mere estrangement may be a rea- 
son for making a new will. Inciden- 
tally, any woman marrying a di- 
vorced man has the right to know 
that his will is going to function to 
their mutual satisfaction if he dies. 

Sit down and review all the 
changes that have come into your 
life since you made that last will.

Hrroundcovers 


By Alice L. Dustan 


H... you considered what groundcovers can do to im- 
improve the looks of “difficult” places around your home? 

Dependable, inexpensive, and easily maintained, they 
offer a choice of attractive substitutes for grass under shrubs 
and in hard-to-mow corners. Use them on steep banks and 
eliminate need for a retaining wall. Try them in deep shade 
under pine trees or root-filled soil under maples, and enjoy 
green color where there was only bare earth. 

Periwinkle, Vinca minor, for example, knows no shabby 
season; its shiny, evergreen leaves retain their deep green 
cast in sun or shade. 

From clumps planted 6 inches to a foot apart, periwinkle 
spreads quickly. Once established—in 2 to 3 years—it makes 
a solid, weedless carpet 6 to 10 inches high, with soft blue 
flowers in spring. Only care needed is a yearly clipping of 
edges to keep it in bounds 

Here are other groundcovers— including evergreen, decid- 
uous, woody, and herbaceous kinds—all hardy in northern 
areas and soil-tolerant. Check their special uses against the 
landscape needs of your home

The attention-getting groundcover of violets in light shade above 
solved a planting problem at the Forrest Geneva home in Des Moines, 
Towa. A few violets spaced strategically along the top of the slope 
soon seeded themselves so the plants now completely cover the bank 


Japanese Spurge, Pachysandra terminalis, 8-14 inches. Good 
evergreen perennial under trees and on shady terraces and 
slopes. Tailors a front yard, dresses up the foreground of 
evergreen plantings. 

Moneywort, Lystmachia nummularia, 1-3 inches. Evergreen 
perennial good under trees, on steep banks with northeast 
exposure. Needs moist soil, plenty of room. 


Groundcovers for partial shade 

Bishops-weed, Aegopodium podograria, 6-10 inches. Peren- 
nial for edging, good to fill hard-to-reach spots in flower 
borders. 

Canada Violet, Viola canadensis, 7-10 inches. Herbaceous 
perennial attractive under a May-flowering tree. 

Creeping Speedwell, Veronica repens, 1-2 inches. Herba- 
ceous perennial! for summer color on rock-garden slopes or to 
fill cracks between paving stones. 

Jacobs-ladder, Polemonium caeruleum, 9-14 inches. Peren- 
nial for combination with late spring bulbs under dogwoods.

D. you want to build a garden wall, a flight of steps, 


an outdoor fireplace? Brick is one of the easiest, least ex- 
pensive, and handsomest answers to your need. 

But there are tricks to laying bricks. When you learn 
them, the work becomes as simple as it looks. 

In starting any bricklaying project, especially your 
first one, take these important preliminary steps: 

1. Select the right brick for the job. Many different 
colors, types, and sizes are available. For most work, 
you'll probably be satisfied with the 2x4x8-inch common 
brick. But there may be times when you will want fire- 
brick, paving brick, or some other type 

2. Decide which mortar to use. Some are stronger than 


others, some are easier to use, some are lighter in color. 


Basic steps for any bricklaying project 


Mixing mortar. Don’t mix too much mortar at one time. Propor- 
tions pictured are for outdoor brickwork. Sand should be dry, cement 
and lime free of lumps. Mix dry ingredients to uniform color. Then 
add water a little at a time, mixing as you go, until mortar is smooth 


Corner leads first. Make work straight, with minimum of cut bricks. 
Stretch cord between stakes. Then lay bricks out to see where they 
will fall. Next, build up “corner leads” between which other bricks 
will be placed. Keep these leads higher than intervening brickwork 
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laving bricks

A good one for brickwork that is exposed to weathering 
calls for 1 part Portland cement, 1 part hydrated lime, 
and 6 parts sand. It does not set quickly, and it can be 
retempered (that is, water can be added to it after it has 
been mixed and stood awhile). Cement mortar without 
lime, strongest of all, cannot be retempered 

3. Determine the pattern in which you will lay bricks. 


The design is the ‘“‘bond,”’ and there are many of them 


(see page 339). 
4. Choose the ty pe of mortar joint to make between the 
bricks. Again the selection is wide. You will probably 
settle on the most common joint, the “‘concave,” which 
is easy to form and waterproof (see page 338).

your brickwork. If you are building a wall not over two 
feet high, you can get by with a 4-inch thickness, one tier 
of brick. Higher walls and retaining walls should be two 
tiers, or 8 inches thick. If your structure is massive, it 
ought to be of three tiers or reinforced with steel rods. 

6. Get the right tools. All are inexpensive, available 
at any hardware store. You'll need a good masons’ 
trowel, cold chisel, hammer, rule, carpenters’ square, 
spirit level, mortar box (build it yourself), hoe, bucket, a 
strong white cotton cord, and a length of pipe. 

7. Establish a solid foundation. Small walls which are 
not attached to another structure can rest directly in a 
trench in the ground, as pictured here. Most other brick- 
work should be constructed on solid concrete footings 
laid below the frostline. In any case, the ground on which 
the structure is Muilt must be as level as you can make it, 
and tamped down firmly. 

8. Finally, just before you start your project, wet bricks 
down thoroughly with the fine spray of a hose. 


Mortar bed. Joints should be uniform; one-half inch is good. Skimp- 
ing on mortar is common failing. Spread mortar from last brick laid, 
enough for one brick at a time at first. With trowel point, make a 
shallow furrow down center. Cut off excess mortar and toss in box 


Buttering ends. This is buttering method of filling joint between 
ends of bricks. Slap a good dab of mortar on end of brick to be laid. 
This gives a strong, waterproof joint. You can’t make a good end 
joint by laying brick in place first, then slushing mortar into crack

A week or two after bricks are laid, clean with solu- 
tion of 1 part hydrochloric acid to 10 parts water. Keep solution 
off mortar joints as much as possible, and rinse immediately with 
water. To make finishing easy, keep bricks clean as you lay them up 


Cutting brick. Some bricklayers cut bricks with trowel edge. But 
you'll find job easier with a cold chisel. Set brick on edge on a solid 
surface. Position chisel and give it a sharp rap with hammer. To 
assure square cut, first score four sides of brick lightly with chisel
